>\*ri;<lit's  boolv  siniultaneously  Willi  llu-ir  publication  in  Ilie  parts  of  the  work,  for  .M r.  Brown's  arlicle  is  loo 
long  to  be  given  ina  single  Issue  of  our  paper,  and  must  llierefore  be  continued  tliron;xh  several  uunihers;  l)ut 
wlllionl  having  seen  .idvance  slieets  of  parts  whicli  immediately  follow  tlie  chapters  on  fattening,  we  lliink  it 
doubtful  whelher  there  Is  likely  to  be  In  them  anyt  liing  of  more  timely  value  to  our  readers  lhan  tills  most 
Instruclive  treatment  of  the  subject  of  fattening  fowls. 

Ill  view  of  llie  general  dilliciilty  exiierienced  by  poultry  growers  In  properly  fattening  their  fowls  last  sea- 
son, the  subject  is  assuming  greater  importance  than  it  lias  seemed  heretofore  to  demand.  Some  of  our  best 
poultrymen  are  lliinkiug  tliat  though  special  fattening  may  not  he  as  generally  necessary  here  as  it  is  tliought 
to  be  abroad,  it  could  be  useil  wi  til  profit  In  a  number  of  special  cases.  Old  subscribers  will  lemenibcr  the 
series  of  articles  by  .Mr.  Ilnnler  on  tlie  same  subject  three  years  ago,  and  those  who  have  the  back  numbers 
may  find  It  both  interesting  and  helpful  to  compare  Ihe  observations  of  Jlr.  Hunter  with  those  of  Sir. Brown. 


Fattening  an  Ancient  Practice. 

The  system  known  ;is  fattening  is  almost 
universal  wherever  iioulti  y  have  been  brought 
to  a  considerable  slate  of  perfection  as  food 
for  man,  although  there  yet  remains  consiilei- 
able  iirejudiee  against  it,  [irobalily  due  to  tlic 
term  rather  than  to  the  system  itself,  though 
possilily  the  method.s  adopted  account  for 
tome  of  the  antagonism  with  which  it  is 
regarded.  Xor  is  the  iiractice  a  modern 
one.  In  ancient  times  it  was  followed  by 
the  Egyptians  in  connection  with  geese,  its 
evidenceil  by  tablets  found  in  the  pyramid  of 
SaUkara,  which  was  erected  about  4,000  years 
ago.  Ileferences  are  also  made  liy  ancient 
Uoman  writers,  notably  ('olumella,  showing 
that  feeding  .  ofl'  domestic  poultry  before 
slaughter  was  e.\tensively  adopted  in  Italy 
nearly  two  thousand  years  ago.  So  far  as  our 
owu  country  is  concerned,  it  is  impossible  to 
say  how. long  the  fattening  of  poultry  has  been 
carried  out,  but  we  are  justilied  in  saying, 
from  evidence  which  it  would  take  too  long  to 
quote  here,  that  it  was  understood  to  some 
c.vtent  at  least  as  far  back  as  the  sixteenth 
century.  Within  what  may  be  termed  tlie 
modern  period,  however,  it  has  lieen  practiced 
largely.  In  .Vrthur  Young's  '•General  View 
of  the  Agriculture  of  the  County  of  Susse.x,"' 
published  in  1808,  an  account  is  given  of 
tlie  system  then  iu  vogue,  from  which  it 
would  appear  that  hand  craiiimiiig  only  was 
employed,  as  there  is  no  mention  w  hatever  of 
machines.  A  most  interesting  point  is  the 
fact  that  at  the  time  named  the  fattening  of 
fowls  was  not  confined  to  Sussex,  for  in  yir. 
Mavor's  "  General  View  of  the  Agriculture  of 
Berkshire,"'  we  liiiil  that  Wokingham,  as  it  is 
now  called,  was  ''principally  famous  for  fatted 
fowl,  by  which  many  persons  of  the  town  and 
neighborhood  gain  a  living.  They  are  sold  to 
the  London  dealers;  and  the  sum  of  £1'>0  has 
been  returned  in  one  market  day  by  this 
traftic.  Twenty  dozen  of  tlie>e  fowls  were 
purchased  for  one  gala  at  Windsor,  at  the 
rate  of  half  a  guinea  a  couple.  At  some 
seasons  of  the  year  l.')s.  is  paid  for  a  couple. 
They  con>titute  the  principal  commerce  of  the 
place."'  For  reasons  which  have  not  yet  been 
fully  explained,  the  trade  has  died  around 
Wokingham,  but  I  have  had  the  opportunity 
of  conversing  with  people  whose  forefathers 
were  largely  concerned  in  it. 

Fattening  as  a  Local  Industry. 
Till  fpiite  recently  the  faiteiiing  industry 
since  that  period  has  been  confined  chiefly  to 
the  counties  of  Sussex  and  Surrey ,  extending 
about  thirty  years  ago  into  West  Kent.  It 


now  embraces  an  area  extending  from  Ash- 
ford  in  the  east  iilmost  to  Guiklford  in  the 
west.  For  these  reasons  the  best  qualities  of 
poultry  go  under  the  name  of  Surrey  or  Sus- 
sex fowls,  and  there  can  be  no  question  that 
the  finest  specimens  have  liitherto  emanated 
from  the  southeastern  counties  of  England, 
where  the  industry  is  a  very  important  as 
well  as  a  profitable  one.  It  is  difficult  to 
estimate  the  actual  value  of  this  branch  of 
agriculture,  but  a  few  years  ago  I  obtained 
figures  from  the  railway  companies  as  to  the 
e.xteiit  of  the  traffic  f  i-oin  the  two  chief  centers, 
and  these  figures  were  afterwards  confirmed 
by  the  observations  of  ^Mr. 
Ik.  II.  Ilew,  who  presented 
a  report  to  the  Uoyal  C'om- 
niission  on  Agriculture,  in 
ISfl."),  on  the  "Poultry  Kear- 
ing  and  Fattening  Industry 
of  the  IleathfieUl  District 
of  Sussex."'  From  these 
figures  it  was  shown  that 
in  twelve  months  there 
w  ere  despatched  from 
Ileathfield  and  ITckfield 
about  1,850  tons  of  dead 
chickens,  of  an  estimated 
value  (if  aliout  £200,000. 
It  is  impossible  to  afi'ord 
anything  like  a  correct 
computation  of  the  total 
returns  in  all  the  three 
counties  named,  but  there 
is  evidence  to  show  that  it 
has  consiilerably  increased 
of  late  years..  As  an  in- 
stance, Mr.  C.  E.  Brooke, 
past  master  of  the  roultei  >" 
Company  of  London,  de>. 
patched,  in  1898,  upwards 
of  30,000  liirds  from  his  e>- 
talilishments  at  Baynards; 
and  other  places  could  be 
111  e  n  t  i  o  n  e  d  where  the 
growth  has  been  considerable.  For  a  long 
period  of  time  it  was  asserted  that  there  must 
be  special  conditions  favorable  to  this  industry 
in  the  southeastern  counties,  but  it  is  needless 
to  consider  this  point,  as  it  has  been  proved 
abundantly  that  fowls  can  be  fatted  elsewhere 
w  ith  equal  success.  Witliin  the  last  five  years 
the  worte  of  fattening  has  beSn  extended  into 
several  other  counties,  and  we  may  expect  to 
see  this  continue  to  a  greater  extent  in  the 
future. 

When  we  look  at  other  countries,  we  finil 
that  amongst  those  where  attention  has  been 
given  lo  what  may  be  termed  advanced  poul- 


try culture,  the  fattening  system  is  extensively 
followed.  One  of  the  liest  examples  is  France, 
which  has  hitherto  had  the  character  of  pro- 
ducing some  of  the  finest  fowls  in  the  world, 
though  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  English 
fowls  now  rival  many,  it  not  all,  of  the  speci- 
mens met  with  abroad.  Of  course,  there  also 
we  meet  with  special  industries,  such  as  the 
production  of  the  famous  La  Bresse  fowls  in 
the  Ain  and  Sa6ne-et-Loire  districts,  and  the 
La  Flf'che,  Le  Mans,  and  other  grades  in  Kor- 
mandy,  where  the  work  is  ('arried  out  to  a 
remarkable  degree  of  perfection,  and  where 
prices  can  be  obtained  that  are  practically 
unknown  in  this  country.  But  throughout 
France  the  system  is  followed  very  exten- 
sively, and  the  highly  fatted  and  wonderfully 
finished  specimens  to  be  met  with  upon  the 
Paris  and  other  markets,  place  these  grades 
of  French  poultry  in  the  very  front  rank.  In 
Belgium  the  fattening  industry  is  carried  out 
to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  district  around 
the  city  of  Malines,  especially  at  Merchteni, 
and  adjoining  villages  in  the  province  of 
Flanders.  These  birds,  up  to  the  present,  are 
not  so  well  finished  as  either  the  French  or 
English  high  class  poultry,  liutthe  principle  is 
recognized.  In  western  Austria,  in  the  Styi  iaii 
<listrict,  there  is  a  good  deal  of  fattening 
carried  out,  and  in  *ome  of  the  best  central 
European  places  of  resort  very  fine  birds  are 
sold  under  the  name  of  Styrian  pcntlardes. 
Of  late,  fattening  has  been  taken  up  to  some 
extent  in  Kussiii,  whence  vast  quantities  of 
chickens  —  usually  of  a  poor  quality  —  are 
received   into  western   Europe.     This  will 


adian  fowls  will  be  much  finer  than  is  the  case 
at  present.  Until  recently,  poultry  fattening 
was  practically  unknown  in  tlie  United  States, 
but  ii  few  attempts  have  been  put  forth,  and 
the  result  iippears  to  have  encouraged  those 
wlio  have  made  them. 

Advantages  of  Fattening. 

'•In  order  to  appreciate  the  object  of  fatten- 
ing, it  is  well  to  consider  larger  stock,  where 
practically  the  same  system  is  carried  out, 
though,  of  course,  difi'erent  methods  are 
employed.  We  accept  without  demur  that 
for  animals,  such  as  cattle,  sheep,  or  pigs,  to 
be  fed  ott'iu  an  absolute  necessity,  if  the  flesh 
is  to  have  tlie  (juality  and  quantity  desirable. 
Farmers  buy  store  stock,  as  they  are  called, 
feeding  them  oll'or  fattening  them  before  they 
are  sent  to  the  butcher.  To  kill  a  lean  animal 
would  be  very  wasteful;  the  proportion  of 
flesh  to  that  of  bone  and  otfal  would  be  small, 
whilst  the  quality  of  flesh  would  be  distinctly 
inferior  to  that  of  a  fed  animal.  The  reason 
why  fatted  flesh  is  better  than  un fatted,  is 
that  globules  of  fat  are  distributed  Ihroughout 
the  muscles,  displacing  to  a  considerable 
extent  the  moisture  found  therein.  Not  only, 
therefore,  is  the  bulk  increased,  Init  also  when 
the  flesh  is  cooked  the  fat  docs  not  evaporate 
to  the  same  e.xtent  as  the  water,  but,  melting, 
softens  the  tissue,  making  it  more  digestible 
and  liner  in  flavor.  It  may  be  contended  that 
nature  has  no  system  of  fattening,  and  yet 
that  wild  birds  and  animals  killed  for  food  are 
found  to  be  in  good  condition  for  eating;  but 
this  statement  is  only  correct  up  to  a  certain 
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acirount  for  the  undoubted  improvement  in 
soQie  of  the  grades  of  Kussian  poultry  during 
the  last  two  or  three  years.  During  a  similar 
period  something  has  been  done  in  the  direc- 
tion of  fattening  in  Canada,  due  to  the  eflbrts 
of  Professor  Robertson,  dairy  commissioner 
for  the  Dominion,  who  has  paid  several  visits 
to  this  country,  obtaining  information  which 
he  has  disseminated  very  freely  on  his  return. 
The  quality  of  the  birds  at  present  is  not 
equal  to  our  English  standard,  but  they  have 
been  vastly  improved  as  a  consequence  of  the 
adoption  of  the  fattening  system,  and  as  that 
svsiem  comes  to  be  belter  understood,  Can- 
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point.  At  seasons  of  the  year  when  food  is 
abundant,  birils  and  animals  are  much  fatter 
and  plumper,  anil  it  is  generally  at  these 
season-s  that  they  are  killed  for  food.  A 
"close"  time  for— say — pheasants,  is  not  only 
enacted  in  order  to  prevent  the  birds  being 
killed  ofl" during  the  breeding  season,  but  also 
because  ut  such  periods  of  the  year  they  do 
not  carry  the  same  amount  of  flesh. 

A  further  point  to  bear  in  mind  is  that, 
economically,  the  fattening  system  adds  to  the 
profit  of  the  producer.  .Some  time  ago  Mr. 
C.  E.  Brooke  can  ied  out  a  series  of  experi- 
ments showing  the  gain  in  weight,  and  the 
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results  of  tliese  were  piitilisheil  in  my  book  on 
Poultry  Fatteninjj.  Twenty-four  Ijirds  in  all 
were  put  up  for  fattening,  nine  cockerels  and 
fifteen  pullets.  They  were  sulijected  to  the 
system  for  twenty-eight  days,  which  is  longer 
than  is  usually  considered  to  be  necessary,  but 
the  prolongation  was  for  a  special  i)urpose. 
The  total  increase  of  weight  during  the  pro- 
cess was  55  lbs.  3i  ozs.,  or  a  gain  of  about  2 
lbs.  6  ozs.  each,  the  greatest  amount  of  gain  in 
any  individual  case  being  2  lbs.  154  ozs.  I 
have  known  cases  where  upwards  of  3  lbs.  has 
been  added  to  the  weight  of  a  fowl  in  a  little 
over  three  weeks,  but  probably  under  ordi- 
nary conditions  the  average  gain  would  be 
from  14  ll)s.  to  2  lbs.  Of  course,  a  certain 
amount  of  this  would  be  surplus  fat,  laid  upon 
the  intestines  and  around  various  organs  of 
the  body ;  as  in  the  case  of  larger  animals,  this 
must  always  be  so.  Still  at  the  same  lime  the 
edible  portions  of  the  birds  were  enormously 
increased.  The  estimated  cost  of  fattening 
for  three  weeks  is  accepted  as  about  5d.  per 
bird,  while  in  establishments  where  men  have 
to  be  employed  another  3d.  would  be  added 
for  lal)or.  Thus,  apart  altogether  from  the 
question  of  improvement  of  quality,  the 
increase  in  weight  much  more  than  repays 
the  expenditure.  There  is,  however,  a  danger 
of  excessive  fattening,  and  birds  carrying  a 
large  amount  of  surplus  fat  can  only  be  in 
very  limited  demand.  We  should  not  like 
what  is  called  Christmas  beef  all  the  year 
round,  nor  should  we  care  to  have  specimens 
such  as  some  exhibited  at  the  Smithfield  talile 
poultry  show  daily  upon  our  tables.  Both 
large  and  small  animals  are  often  fatted  for 
such  a  season  to  the  utmost,  with  a  view  of 
showing  what  can  be  done  in  this  direction, 
and  also  of  prize  winning. 

Another  result  of  fattening  is  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  bird.  The  flesh  is  not  only 
softer  and  more  abundant,  but  it  is  greatly 
improved  in  color.  The  use  of  milk  and  of 
ground  oats,  as  afterwards  explained,  has  the 
effect  of  whitening  the  flesh ;  and  even  with 
those  birds  which  have  yellow  skin,  it  is 
remarkable  how  great  a  diflerence  is  found 
between  fatted  and  unfatted  specimens. 

Prices  of  Fatted  Fowls. 

With  regard  to  the  jjjices  obtained  for 
fattened  poultry,  these  vary  considerably. 
There  can  be  no  question  that  at  certain  sea- 
sons of  the  year  birds  can  be  sold  in  the  Lon- 
don markets  wholesale  at  12s.  to  14s.  per 
couple;  but  these  are  the  exception  and  not 
the  rule,  the  picked  specimens,  not  the  general 
run,  and  the  demand  for  them  must,  of  course, 
be  limited.  But  during  the  spring  months 
good  birds  will  always  bring  4s.  Cd.  to  5s.  6d. 
each,  except  theie  happens  to  be  some 
unfavorable  set  of  conditions,  or  a  glut  in  the 
market.  Prices  depend  upon  so  many  things 
that  it  is  impossible  to  name  any  which  may 
be  taken  as  reliable  in  anticipation.  The  fol- 
lowing prices  can,  however,  be  taken  as  aver- 
ages in  the  Lea<lcnhall  or  Smithfield  markets, 
London,  for  single  birds: —

These  prices,  however  good  they  are,  are  far' 
inferior  to  those  ol>tained  in  France.  At  Paris 
20s.  to  30s.  is  frequently  paid  for  picked  speci- 
mens in  the  Halles  Centrales,  while  even  in  the 
districts  where  birds  are  actually  i)roduced, 
prices  range  high.  I  have  been  asked  by  a 
woman  standing  in  the  market  place  at  Bourg 
20  francs  for  a  La  Bresse  fowl  which  would 
not  weigh  more  than  5i  lbs.,  and  at  Le  Mans 
in  Normandy  some  of  the  fatters  can  obtain  at 
certain  seasons  as  much  as  25  francs  for  first 
class  specimens.  Such  prices  are  not  obtain- 
able in  this  country.  The  explanation  is  that 
French  systems  of  cookery  are  so  essentially 
ditVerent  from  our  own,  that  while  a  fowl  in 
England  would  perhaps  serve  half  a  dozen 
people,  in  France,  by  the  accessories  provided 
with  it,  and  also  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
courses  in  an  ordinary  French  dinner  is  much 

greater  than  in  nn  Knglisb  dinner,  tlie  game 


bird  would  probably  serve  a  score  of  people. 
Hence  the  cost  of  the  fowl  eaten  for  each  person 
would  relatively  be  no  greater  in  one  country 
than  in  the  other.  Personally  I  have  no  hopes 
that  we  shall  ever  be  able  to  secure  such 
prices,  and  it  does  not  seem  at  all  necessary 
that  we  should  do  so  to  ensure  satisfactory 
returns.  AVe  have,  however,  in  this  country 
a  larger  population  dependent  upon  others  for 
their  food  supplies,  and  we  must  look  rather 
to  the'increased  number  of  birds  sold  to  these, 
than  to  an  enhanced  price  for  each.  At  the 
same  time,  however,  there  is  much  to  be  done 
in  educating  the  consumer,  and  within  the 
last  few  years  a  distinct  advance  has  been 
made  in  this  direction.  In  many  of  the  great 
centers  of  population,  at  one  time,  fow  ls 
priced  more  than  2s.  Gd.  each  could  hardly  be 


lean  birds.  While  it  is  desirable  that  more  of 
our  farmers  should  endeavor  themselves  to 
impi  ove  the  quality  of  their  poultry,  it  must  be 
conceded  that  up  to  the  present  time  there 
have  been  manifest  advantages  from  this  sys- 
tem. The  fatteners  are  very  skillful,  and  in 
some  cases  fan)ilies  have  been  famous  for  their 
work  in  this  direction  for  several  generations. 
A  falter  is  able  to  handle  a  very  large  number 
of  l)irds,  and  his  ability  and  experience  enable 
him  frequently  to  get  better  results  than  would 
be  probable  by  those  who  only  have  a  few 
birds  to  sell.  The  cost  also  of  labor  in  this 
way  is  considerably  reduced.  There  are  also 
benefits  from  larger  operations  in  marketing,  as 
buyers  receive  specimens  in  greater  quantities, 
and  the  fatteners  can  meet  market  demands  in 
a  way  that  would  be  impossible  to  smaller  pro- 


The  chief  difficulty  experienced  by  those  who 
have  commenced  fattening  in  other  parts  of 
the  country  than  the  southeastern  district  of 
England,  has  been  in  securing  a  supply  of 
suitalile  specimens,  but  the  deficiency  will  in 
time  be  overcome,  as  farmers  and  cottagers 
find  it  is  profitable  to  rear  such  birds. 

Collection  of  the  Chickens. 

Most  of  the  fattening  establishments  in  Sus- 
sex, send  out  or  have  connections  w'th  col- 
lectors, who  go  by  the  name  of  "  higglers." 
These  men  scour  the  country  round,  buying 
up  chickens  as  soon  as  they  are  ready,  and  it  is 
not  too  much  to  say  that  the  success  of  many 
of  the  fattening  establishments  depends 
largely  upon  this  part  of  the  work.  One  old 
fattener,  who  has  made  a  very  comfortable 
competency  out  of  the  business,  told  me  that 
he  always  did  the  buying  himself,  as  he  felt 
that  it  was  too  important  to  leave  to  anyone 
else.  Many  of  these  higglers  know  exactly 
what  birds  are  likely  to  be  ready,  and  those 
who  raise  the  chickens  have  no  difficulty  what- 
ever in  selling  their  birds;  in  fact,  frequently 
there  are  as  many  higglers  call  as  there  are 
birds  to  sell.  The  higglers  generally  have 
regular  rounds  on  certain  days  of  the  week, 
and  the  custom  is  for  them  to  pack  the  birds 
in  large  crates,  carrying  them  away  as  soon  as 
possible  to  the  fattening  establishments. 
Sometimes  they  will  travel  as  far  as  twenty 
miles  away  from  their  center,  if  there  is  any 
shortage  of  supplies. 

In  Belgium  and  France  a  somewhat  different 
system  is  adopted,  and  one  which  might  with 
advantage  be  followed  here.  On  one  side  of  the 
city  of  Malines,  in  Belgium,  there  is  a  great 
district  where  large  numbers  of  fowls  are 
reared,  and  it  is  on  the  other  side  that  the 
fattening  section  of  the  country  is  met  with. 
A  market  has  been  established  at  a  place  called 
Londerzeel,  and  here  producers  and  buyers 
meet  upon  fixed  days.  The  former  take  their 
fowls  as  they  are  ready,  and  there  dispose  of 
them  to  the  best  advantage.  In  many  of  the 
great  districts  of  France  such  markets  are 
found,  and  it  would  be  a  manifest  advantage  if 
the  system  could  be  followed  in  this  country, 
especially  in  places  more  remote  from  the 
fattening  centers. 

The  prices  obtained  in  England  for  lean 
birds  vary  considerably  according  to  the  time 
of  year,  and,  of  course,  with  the  quality  of  the 
fowls;  but  of  late  years  there  has  been  a  di.s- 
tinct  tendency  towards  increase  in  prices. 
The  time  of  year  when  prices  are  highest  is  in 
April,  May,  and  .June.  The  prices  range  from 
Is.  Sd.  to'3s.  Gd.,  according  to  the  season  and 
the  supply.  Both  of  these  extremes  would  be 
exceptional,  however;  only  very  poor  speci- 
mens would  be  sold  at  the  former  price,  and 
the  season  would  be  a  very  bad  one,  with  great 
scarcity  of  supply,  when  the  latter  price  was 
generally  obtained.  It  may,  however,  be 
accepted  that  the  majority  of  chickens  suitable 
for  making  the  best  class  of  fowls,  and  which 
range  from  eight  to  ten  or  twelve  weeks  old, 
would  realize  from  2s.  6d.  to  3s.  each,  and  at 
such  rates  it  is  evident  that  the  raisers  have  a 
consideralile  margin  of  profit.  In  fact,  many 
persons  adil  greatly  to  their  incomes  by  this 
work.  Reference  has  already  been  made  to 
Irish  supplies.  At  one  time  birds  could  be 
obtained  from  Ireland  costing  about  2s.  to  2s. 
6il.  each,  but  now  3d.  and  4d.  per  bird  more 
than  that  is  the  usual  expense,  inclusive  of 
carriage.  At  the  same  time,  however,  it  must 
be  acknowledged  that  there  has  been  of  late 
perceptible  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
fowls  brought  from  the  Green  Isle. 

Birds  which  are  put  up  for  fattening  in  lean 
condition  give  the  J)est  results,  and  the  fatten- 
ers prefer  specimens  which  are  thin.  It  is 
undoubtedly  the  case  that  such  specimens  as 
are  already  partially  fatted  do  not  give  the 
same  returns  as  those  just  described.  Of 
course,  it  is  with  poultry  as  with  every  other 
kind  of  stock;  all  the  birds  do  not  fatten  alike, 
and  there  is  a  considerable  diflerence  in  this 
respect.  Some,  for  reasons  which  cannot  be 
clearly  understood,  fail  to  put  on  flesh  to  the 
same  extent  as  do  others.  This  sometimes  is 
a  question  of  temperament,  but  there  are  fre- 
quently causes  for  which  no  satisfactory 
reason  can  be  afl'orded.  The  skillful  fatter, 
however,  very  quickly  determines  which  birds 
are  thriving  least  satisfactorily,  and  frequently 
by  giving  a  greater  amount  of  attention  to 
these,  he  is  able  to  overcome  their  backward 
condition.  When  we  Bee  in  the  raarkets  sped* 
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sold;  but  purchasers  are  beginning  to  realize 
that  a  well  fatted  specimen,  for  which  they 
have  to  pay  4s.  Gd.  or  5s.,  may  be  cheaper  than 
one  at  half  the  price.  It  is  not  the  size  of  the 
fowl  only,  but  also  the  relative  proportion  of 
flesh  and  of  carcass  which  ought  to  give  it  the 
value.  There  are  certain  of  our  large  towns 
where  a  fatted  fowl  \vas  probably  unknown 
until  a  few  years  ago,  and  now  we  see  them 
regularly  in  the  poulterers'  shops. 

Fattening  a  Separate  Industry. 

AV'e  have  now  to  consider  the  methods 
adopted  in  the  production  of  fatted  poultry 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  In  England  and 
Belgium,  fattening  is  carried  out  almost  entirely 
at  special  establishments,  to  which  the  birds  are 
brought  in  a  lean  condition  to  be  fed  ofl".  In 


ducers.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  a  fact  that 
some  of  the  small  fatters  obtain  the  best  prices 
because  they  give  attention  to  individual  bii-ds 
in  a  way  that  is  impossible  when  large  num- 
bers are  in  hand. 

Those  also  who  raise  the  birds  have  not 
suflTered  in  any  way  from  this  system — in  fact 
it  has  been  all  in  the  other  direction.  Com- 
plaints are  made  by  fatters,  both  in  England 
and  in  Belgium,  that  so  short  is  the  supply 
during  certain  months,  and  so  great  the  com- 
petition for  suitable  birds,  that  they  have  to 
pay  prices  which  leave  a  very  small  margin 
of  profit.  Some  time  ago,  a  farmer  living  in 
AV^est  Kent  gave  me  figures  with  regard  to 
what  he  had  done  during  twelve  months  in  the 
sale  of  chickens  to  higglers  who  collect  for  the 
fattening  establishments.    Commencing  the 
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France  this  is  the  ease  to  a  more  limited 
extent,  the  majority  of  the  fatted  fowls  there 
being  finished  by  those  who  rear  them,  the 
farmers'  wives  and  daughters  in  that  country 
being  marvelously  skillful  in  this  work. 
There  are,  of  course,  m.iny  central  establish- 
ments, and  in  not  a  few  cases  I  have  found 
that  the  owners  only  perform  a  part  of  the 
operation,  buying  the  Ijinlsfrom  the  rearers  in 
what  may  be  termed  half  fatted  condition. 
AVherethe  system  is  carried  out  as  in  England 
and  Belgium,  the  fatters  very  seldom  attempt 
anything  in  the  way  of  hatching  and  rearing, 
leaving  this  work  entirely  to  farmers  and 
cottagers  in  the  district,  from  whom  they  buy

year  with  a  stock  of  fifty  breeding  hens,  he 
sold  in  twelve  months,  as  the  produce  from 
these  birds,  £87  worth  of  chickens— that  is, 
each  hen  gave  him  a  return  through  her 
chickens  equal  to  about  35s.  Of  course  he  had 
to  provide  the  food  for  these,  but  those  famil- 
iar with  the  cost  of  stock  raising  will  know 
that  the  maririn  of  profit  in  such  a  case  is  very 
much  greater  'than  is  usual.  Hitherto  a  large 
part  of  the  deficiency  in  supply  has  been  made 
up  by  Irish  lean  birds,  but  the  indications  are 
that  these  may  fall  ofl:  now  that  fattening  has 
lieen  commenced  in  that  country;  and  it  is 
certainly  true  that  of  late  there  has  been  a 
UeuiUed  advance  in  price  of  Irisb  lean  poultry. 
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mens,  all  equal  in  quality,  and  very  nearly 
alike  in  size,  this  is  generally  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  have  been  selected  from  a  large 
number.  We  must  not  expect  in  connection 
with  poultry  any  ditTereut  results  from  what 
we  find  in  all  other  branches  of  slock. 

Half  Fatted  Fowls. 

A  large  number  of  birds  are  killed  in  what 
is  called  half  fat  condition.  These  have  simply 
been  put  up  for  feeding,  either  in  open  air  or 
enclosed  cages,  without  being  crammed  at  all, 
and  the  result  is  to  consideral)ly  improve  the 
quality  of  the  flesh,  and  to  some  extent  add  to 
its  quantity,  though  of  course  they  are  not 
equal  to  the  fully  fatted  birds.  Some  breeders 
who  have  never  gone  in  for  what  is  known  as 
the  system  of  cramming,  have  obtained  a 
measure  of  results  by  putting  the  birds  into 
small  runs,  and  feetling  them  upon  foods  likely 
to  produce  flesh.  We  cannot,  however,  expect 
that  if  the  birds  are  permitted  to  run  about 
they  will  ever  increase  in  weight  to  the  same 
extent  as  when  they  are  kept  in  strict  conline- 
ment.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  latter 
birds  are  at  rest  and,  consequently,  do  not 
eliminate  from  the  body  by  exercise  those 
materials  which  would  otherwise  be  utilized 
in  this  way.  In  many  parts  of  the  country 
half  fatted  birds  would  be  more  profitable  to 
produce  at  first,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
consumers  have  not  been  educated  to  pay 
suflicient  prices  for  the  fully  fed  specimens. 
They  might  be  tempteil  to  pay  a  little  more  for 
the  half  fatted  specimens,  and  thus  gradually 
be  led  on  to  the  more  expensive  binls. 

Sussex  Fattening  Establishments. 

In  the  southeastern  districts  of  England, 
when  the  birds  are  brought  to  the  fattening 
establishments,  at  any  rate  during  the  milder 
mouths  of  the  year,  they  are  usually  first 
placed  in  cages  out  of  doors;  and  in  the  high- 
ways and  byways  of  Sussex,  Surrey,  and  West 
Kent  large  numbers  of  these  cages  can  be  seen 
as  we  drive  along  the  roads,  or  even  from  the 
railway  carriage  windows.  As  a  rule  such 
cages  are  placed  in  sheltered  positions  where 
they  are  protected  from  wind  and,  as  far  as 
possible,  from  rain,  though  this  latter  cannot 
always  be  accomplished.  These  cages  are 
about  7  feet  6  inches  in  length,  and  20  to  24 
inches  from  front  to  back,  the  front,  ends, 
back,  and  bottom  consisting  of  bars  of  wood, 
wide  enough  apart  to  allow  the  birds  to  get 
their  heads  through  in  front,  but  nothing 
more.  The  tops  are  usually  covered  with  thin 
match  boarding,  but  in  some  places,  in  place 
of  this,  corrugated  iron  is  employed,  with 
furze  bushes  laid  along  the  top.  The  cages 
are  raised  about  3  feet  from  the  ground,  and 
the  droppings  fall  through  the  bottom  bars. 
Many  of  the  poultry  fatteners  make  their  own 
cages  during  the  slack  season,  and  various 
forms  are  employed,  but  the  cage  descrilied 
al)ove  is  generally  admitted  to  be  the  best. 
How  far  this  system  of  using  outdoor  cages  is 
suitable,  is  open  to  question,  because  during 
the  cold  months  of  the  year  the  birds  must 
take  longer  to  fatten  by  reason  of  the  exposure, 
while  in  the  hot  months  of  the  year  it  is  found 
in  practical  experience  that  the  birds  do  not 
fatten  so  well  either  indoors  or  out  of  doors, 
owing  to  the  excessive  heat.  During  the 
warmer  months  a  cool  orchard  or  copse  is 
most  siiitalde  for  birds  fattening,  as  it  is  cooler 
than  where  more  open,  or  in  sheds  exposed  to 
the  sun.  Of  course,  where  outdoor  cages  can 
be  employed,  a  much  greater  number  of  birds 
can  be  handled  upon  a  given  capital  than  if 
they  are  accommodated  entirely  in  sheds. 
There  are  some  parts  of  the  country,  espe- 
cially those  districts  which  are  moi'e  exposed, 
where  the  outdoor  system  would  not  answer 
at  all;  and  wherever  employed  the  birds 
should  be  well  sheltered.  Some  of  the  best 
fatteners  place  these  outdoor  cages  in  the 
orchards  which  altound  in  southeastern  Eng- 
land, and  such  conditions,  except  in  very  wet 
weather,  are  specially  favorable.  Many  parts 
of  the  country  could  not  provide  protection  of 
this  kind. 

The  customary  plan  is  to  keep  the  birds  in 
taese  outdoor  ciiges  for  a  week  or  ten  days, 
and  during  this  time  they  are  fed  twice  a  day 
from  troughs.  These  troughs  hang  in  front, 
usually  upon  cords,  so  that  they  can  be  easily 
removed.  They  are  cut  out  of  a  solid  piece  of 
wood,  and  a  7  feet  6  inches  cage,  such  as  we 
have  descril)ed,  with  the  trough,  can  be  pur- 
chased for  6s.  6d.  Those  birds  wbicii  are  to 


be  killed  as  half-fatted  specimens  are  finished 
oft"  entirely  in  these  cages.  Where,  howevei-, 
it  is  intended  to  fatten  them  fully  they  are 
then  removed  to  the  sheds,  in  which  are 
placed  similar  cages,  and  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  the  birds  are  kept  much  warmer  and 
absolutely  protected  from  bad  weather,  they 
fatten  remarkably  well  under  these  conilitious. 

It  is  needless  to  describe  at  very  great  length 
the  various  forms  of  sheds,  as  all  kinds  of 
places  are  used  for  this  purpose.  Wherever 
permanent  buildings  are  available,  provided 
that  they  are  well  ventilated,  their  use  saves  a 
considerable  expenditure  of  capital.  Mr.  C. 
E.  Brooke,  of  Baynards,  has  a  large  barn 
which  has  been  turned  into  a  fattening  shed, 
and  as  this  is  thatched,  it  is  wonderfully  cool 
in  summer,  and  equally  warm  in  winter. 
There  are  other  fatteners  who  utilize  similar 
buildings.  The  large  majority  of  fatteners, 
however,  have  special  erections  for  this  pur- 
pose, some  good,  some  by  no  means  satisfac- 
tory. I  have  been  in  sheds  which  were  made 
of  corrugated  iron,  in  which  tlie  birds  were 
half  roasted  during  the  hot  summer  weather, 
and  equally  cold  in  winter.  Conditions  like 
these  must  militate  greatly  against  the  success 
of  the  process.  In  France  such  fattening 
establishments  as  I  have  had  the  opportunity 
of  visiting  have  been  accommodated  in  per- 
manent buildings,  and  the  same  is  equally 
true  in  Belgium.  In  these  permanent  build- 
ing, which,  it  properly  ventilated,  are  usually 
cooler  than  wooden  erections,  as  a  rule  the 
cages  are  only  placed  one  tier  high,  for  the 
reason  that  this  greatly  reduces  the  labor  of 
keeping  the  place  clean.  In  one  or  two  French 
fattening  sheds  1  have  visited,  the  cages  were 
two  or  three  tiers  high;  but  this  is  certainly 
not  a  usual  plan.  As  to  this,  something  is  said 
in  the  next  paragraph.  I  have  also  seen  in 
France,  especially  upon  farms,  the  fattening 
cages  placed  in  rooms  adjoining  the  dwelling 
house,  but  this  is  a  method  which,  of  course, 
we  do  not  advocate  in  this  country.  The 
midn  idea  is  that  the  birds  shall  be  kept 
warm,  and  to  some  extent  in  the  dark,  for,  as 
Professor  Warrington  says  in  his  "  Chemistry 
of  the  Farm,"  "  economy  of  food  is  promoted 
by  diminishing  the  demand  for  heat  and  work. 
An  animal  at  rest  in  a  stall  will  increase  in 
weight  far  more  than  an  animal  taking  active 
exercise  on  the  same  diet.  In  the  same  way 
the  increase  from  a  given  weight  of  food  will 
be  less  in  winter  than  in  spring  or  autumn,  a 
far  larger  proportion  of  the  food  being  con- 
sumed for  the  production  of  heat  when  the 
animal  is  living  in  a  cold  atmosphere.  Hence 
the  economy  of  feeding  animals  under  cover 
during  winter.  If,  however,  the  temperature 
becomes  so  high  as  to  considerably  increase 
the  perspiration,  waste  of  food  again  takes 
place,  heat  being  consumed  in  the  evaporation 
of  water.  The  temperature  most  favorable 
for  animal  increase  is  apparently  about  60° 
Fahr.  Quietness  and  freedom  from  excite- 
ment are  essential  to  rapid  fattening;  the 
absence  of  strong  light  is  therefore  desirable.'' 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  observations 
that  there  is  no  restriction  upon  the  form  of 
shed  so  long  as  it  is  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

Fattening  Cages. 

The  form  of  the  cages  employed  during  this 
stage  difiers  considerably.  Those  generally 
used  in  this  country  have  been  already  referred 
to.  They  are  usually  7  ft.  6  in.  in  length,  by 
20  in.  high  and  wide,  and  are  divided  into 
three  compartments,  each  of  which  has  a 
sliding  door.  The  cage  is  intended  to  accom- 
modate fifteen  or  eighteen  birds,  one-third  in 
each  compartment.  They  are  built  entirely 
of  wooden  rods,  excepting  the  framework 
into  which  these  fit.  The  rods  are  about  14 
in.  apart,  except  in  the  front,  where  they  are 
a  little  wider,  so  that  the  birds  can  get  their 
heads  between  for  feeding.  The  bottom  bars, 
upon  which  the  birds  stand,  are  usually  of 
specially  cut  wood,  an  inch  wide  at  the  top 
and  an  inch  in  depth,  narrowing  to  half  an 
inch  below,  so  that  the  dro[)pings  fall  through 
without  catching  on  the  sides  of  the  wood,  as 
would  be  the  case  if  they  were  perfectly 
square.  The  bottom  bars  run  from  end  to  end 
of  the  cage,  or  from  side  to  side  of  the  com- 
partment, not  from  front  to  back.  In  France 
this  form  of  cage  is  sometimes  employed,  but 
very  seldom.  Those  generally  used  there  are 
much  more  substantial,  in  some  cases  having 
aoliU  sides,  back,  and  top,  aad  in  the  frout. 


except  that  a  long  narrow  slit,  wide  enough 
to  permit  of  the  bird's  head  passing  through, 
is  cut  in  the  wood.  As  a  rule,  in  France,  each 
bird  is  provided  with  a  separate  compart- 
i^ent;  but,  for  a  reason  given  in  the  next 
paragrai)h,  such  an  arrangement  is  undesir- 
aVle.  This  form  was  employed  at  first  by  Mr. 
C.  E.  Brooke,  at  Baynards,  but  in  his  further 
extensions  he  has  adopted  the  more  general 
anil  less  expensive  form  of  cage.  Where 
single  cages  are  used,  fitted  below  is  a  sliding 
drawer  or  tray  to  catch  the  droppings.  The 
one  advantage  of  single  cages  is  that  they  can 
be  used  two  or  three  tiers  high,  though 
whether  this  is  desirable  deserves  further  con- 
sideration. In  Belgium  the  cages  are  more 
nearly  like  those  used  in  England  than  in 
France,  though  such  as  we  have  seen  have 
generally  been  a  little  more  substantial  than 
the  Sussex  cages.  In  work  of  this  kind  there 
can  be  no  question  that  sim[)licity  is  desirable, 
and  for  that  reason  it  may  be  fairly  claimed 
that  the  English  foim  is  to  be  preferred, 
saving  both  initial  cost  and  labor  in  keeping 
clean.  T^e  difl'erence  between  the  more  sub- 
stantial cages  used  in  France,  and  those  in 
England,  would  be  as  a  question  of  cai)ital 
considerable,  but  under  certain  sets  of  con- 
ditions, such  as  extreme  cold,  the  birds  wouM 
be  kept  warmer  and  more  sheltered  where  the 
solid  sided  cages  are  employed. 

It  may  be  well  here  to  consider  whether  the 
system  of  keeping  one  bird  in  each  compart- 
ment, or  having  several  together,  is  to  be 
recommended.  My  own  opinion  is  that  the 
truth  lies  about  midway.  Where  birds  are 
kept  in  single  compartments  they  can  be 
ol)served  more  closely  as  inilividual  speci- 
mens, but  at  the  same  time  there  is  greater 
ilanger  of  their  pining  than  when  several  are 
together.  This  has  been  the  experience  of 
many  amateurs,  who  thought  it  was  only  nec- 
essary to  obtain  a  fattening  cage,  put  some 
birds  in,  and  have  Surrey  fowls;  but  fre- 
quently they  find  that  instead  of  weight  hav- 
ing been  gained,  it  has  really  been  lost.  The 
skillful  fatter  understands  his  work  so  com- 
pletely that  he  is  able  to  overcome  this  diffi- 
culty, and  by  cramming  compels  the  bird  to 
digest  as  much  food  as  he  thinks  necessary. 
Where  several  birds  are  together  there  is 
undoubtedly  a  strong  competition  in  eating,  and 
this  fact  must  be  taken  into  account.  We  find 
the  same  influence  with  larger  stock.  Given  a 
proper  supply  of  suitable  food,  two  or  three 
animals  together  will  feed  off  better  than  if 
each  were  isolated.  But  when,  say,  half  a 
dozen  fowls  are  confined  in  one  cage,  there  is 
greater  danger  of  fighting  and  of  feather  pick- 
ing, the  latter  one  of  the  chief  troubles  falters 
have  to  contend  against.  This  would  be 
minimized  if  only  two  or  three  birds  were 
kept  in  each  compartment. 

As  already  stated,  iu  England  and  Belgium 
the  inside  cages  are  only  placed  one  tier  high, 
which  permits  of  a  good  circulation  of  air,  and 
at  the  same  time  greatly  minimizes  the  work 
of  cleaning.  In  some  cases  the  ground  below 
the  cage  is  covered  with  either  loose  earth  or 
sand,  and  the  drop[)ings  are  taken  away  daily. 
In  other  cases  there  is  a  drop  board  about  two 
feet  wide,  sloping  down  to  the  front,  below 
cages,  covered  with  a  thin  sprinkling  of  lime 
or  earth,  and  thus  easily  cleaned.  The  accumu- 
lation of  manure,  especially  such  as  is  pro- 
duced under  these  artificial  conditions,  would 
very  speedily  cause  disease  amongst  the  birds, 
and  all  good  fatteners  realize  the  importance 
of  absolute  cleanliness.  In  fact,  in  many  of 
the  best  conducted  poultry  fattening  establish- 
ments it  is  a  surprise  to  see  how  beautifully 
everything  is  kept.  The  sheds  themselves  are 
regularly  limewashed,  and  the  cages  treated 
in  the  same  way  as  soon  as  one  lot  of  birds  is 
removed,  before  another  is  placed  therein. 
The  work  of  thus  limewashing  the  cages  is 
greatly  facilitated  if  a  long  trough,  about  a 
foot  in  depth,  and  wide  enough  to  permit  of 
the  cage  being  dipped  in,  is  kept  full  of  lime- 
wash.

A  NATIONAL  POULTRY  ASSO- 
CIATION. 


What  It  Might  Be  and  What  It 
Might  Do. 

As  conducted  iit  present  the  American  Poul- 
try Association  is  absolutely  of  no  value  what- 
ever to  the  poultry  breeding  interests.  Only 
a  very  small  number  of  persons  take  any 
interest  in  its  deliberations,  and  were  it  not  for 
the  fact  that  a  very  poorly  gotten  up  Stand- 
ard is  published  by  it,  it  would  scarcely  be 
heard  of  at  all. 

An  association  with  any  pretensions  towards 
governing  the  bre«*diugand  exhibition  of  stand- 
ard fowls  should  be  oru'anized  and  governed 
on  lines  much  ditlerent  than  tliose  which  seem 
to  govern  the  American  Poultry  Association. 
An  organization  which  exercises  no  control 
over  the  interests  it  assumes  to  exist  for  is  of 
no  value  to  those  interests. 

What  is  wanted  at  the  present  time  by  the 


I  do  not  'pretend  that  this  plan  is  original 
with  me.  I  have  watched  its  successful 
application  in  another  branch  of  competition, 
viz: — harness  racing.  It  was  not  so  many 
years  ago  that  harness  racing  was  carried  oi^ 
much  in  the  hit  or  miss  manner  which  charac- 
terizes poultry  shows  now.  The  judges'  deci- 
sion in  those  days  was  final.  All  kinds  of 
fraudulent  practices  on  the  part  of  rascally 
owners  were  common,  and  from  them  the 
racing  association  had  no  protection. 

Finally,  the  National  Tiotting  Association 
came  into  existence.  At  first  there  were 
many  predictions  that  none  of  the  racing 
associations  would  join  it.  A  few  of  the 
prominent  ones  went  in,  and  the  improvement 
in  the  conditions  surrounding  racing  was  so 
apparent  that  otliers  followed.  When  an 
owner  of  a  race  horse  felt  that  an  ignorant 
judge  had  wronged  him  by  a  decision  not  in 
accordance  with  the  rules,  he  went  before  the 
board  of  appeals  and  the  wrong,  if  there  was 
one,  was  righted.     AV^hen  an  owner  failed  lo 


ARTIFICIAL  INCUBATION.* 


A  Lesson  in  Poultry  Physiology 
— Why  Fresh  Air  is  Neces= 
sary  —  Some  Facts  About 
Ventilation.

The  history  of  the  embryo  comprises  two 
stages.  The  first,  which  embraces  the  first 
eleven  days  of  iucul)ation,  may  be  ternieil  the 
creative;  tlie  second,  the  growing  stage. 

During  the  first  stage  the  outlines  of  the 
future  chick  are  laid  ;  the  courses  of  veins, 
arteries,  and  nerves  are  traced  out;  bones, 
muscles,  and  tendons  are  fashioned  and  put  in 
place;  the  heart,  the  brain,  the  liver,  the 
lungs,  and  the  kidneys  are  perfected  in  form, 
and  to  each  is  assigned  its  own  peculiar 
function  ;  the  heart  is  set  beating,  the  Idood  to 


poultry  breeding  interests  is  an  organization 
which  will  formulate  and  publish  an  intelli- 
gent Standard  ;  a  set  of  rules  relating  to  shows 
for  the  government  of  exhibitors,  show  asso- 
ciations and  judges,  and  which  will  protect  all 
those  parties  as  well.  Such  an  organization 
would  be  a  parent  association  of  national 
scope,  and  it  could  best  Ije  made  up  of  show 
associations,  rather  than  individuals,  as  mem- 
bers. It  could  adopt  rules  relating  to  the 
showing  and  judging  of  birds,  and  it  could  see 
that  those  rules  were  enforced.  Its  meml)ers 
could  l)e  protected  against  acts  of  fraud  on 
the  part  of  unscrupulous  exhibitors,  and  an 
exhibitor  who  felt  that  he  had  been  wrongeil 
by  a  show  association  could  appeal  to  the  par- 
ent association  for  a  l  eprisal  of  his  wrongs. 

Such  an  organization  sliould  liave  in  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  oflicers,  an  e.xecutive 
board  and  a  board  of  appeals.  This  latter 
l)ody  sliould  meet  once  or  twice  a  year  to 
bear  such  cases  as  would  properly  come  before 
it.  The  duties  of  the  other  oflicers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  executive  board  would  be  such  as 
are  usually  assumed  by  similar  officers  of  such 
un  organization. 

The  parent  association  in  consideration  of 
the  dues  paid  by  the  members,  would  under- 
take to  look  after  the  mutual  interests  of  show 
associations  and  exhibitors.  It  would  be 
empowered  to  expel  or  suspend  exhibitors  for 
fraudulent  practices,  and  until  the  sentence 
was  modified  or  canceled  no  such  cxhiliitor 
would  be  eligible  to  exhibit  under  any  show 
association  that  was  a  member  of  the  true  par- 
ent association.  It  could  also  expel  or  suspend 
ajudgeproved  to  be  guilty  of  fraud, and  a  show 
association  that  defaulted  in  the  payment  of 
its  premiums  could  also  be  suspended. 

With  such  an  organization  in  existence,  and 
a  membership  which  it  would  be  certain  lo 
obtain,  exhibitors  would  refuse  to  show  with 
show  associations  outside  it.  Associations 
which  were  inclined  to  stay  out  regardless  of 
their  own  interests  would  be  forced  to  join  in 
order  to  oljtain  entries.  Breeders  who  now 
are  forced  to  be  satisfied,  no  matter  how 
unjustly  they  are  treated  by  judges,  would 
under  the  rules  of  a  parent  association  as  here 
outlined,  have  »  chance  to  appeal  to  a  higher 
power.

pay  his  entrance  fees,  or  when  a  driver  broke 
the  rules  of  racing,  the  association  went  before 
the  board  of  appeals,  and  her  owner  or  her 
driver  was  expelled  and  suddenly  found  him- 
self with  no  tracks  to  race  on. 

Today  all  race  tracks  in  the  country,  includ- 
ing the  county  fair  tracks,  are  members 
of  the  jiarent  association.  The  system  works 
perfectly  in  giving  mutual  protection  to  the 
horsemen  and  the  racing  associations.  AVhy 
could  it  not  be  made  to  work  equally  well 
when  applied  to  the  interests  of  poultry  breed- 
ers and  show  associations? 

1  firmly  believe  that  a  National  Poultry 
Association  organized  on  lines  similar  to  those 
which  govern  the  National  Trotting  Associa- 
tion, perhaps  with  some  modifications,  would 
be  a  grand  thing  for  the  poultry  breeding 
interests,  and  I  trust  those  to  whom  the  plan 
seems  reasonable  will  put  forth  their  best 
efl'orts  to  call  it  to  the  attention  of  others.

When  a  Pullet  is  at  Her  Best. 


A  pullet  is  at  her  best  as  a  show  bird  ju>t 
before  she  reaches  the  laying  point.  She  is 
usu:illy  at  her  best  at  this  point,  both  as 
regards  color  and  condition  of  plumage  and  as 
regards  physical  development.  After  she 
begins  laying  her  comb  usually  develops 
beyond  the  point  of  its  best  quality,  and  her 
plumage  begins  to  lose  in  brilliancy  of  color 
and  condition  of  feather,  and  she  loses  in 
beauty  of  outline.  The  same  i.-.  true  of  a  hen. 
She  is  at  her  best  after  the  moiling  jirocess 
has  been  gone  through  with  and  she  has 
'reached  the  point  of  laying.  Male  binls  reach 
this  |)oint  when  their  new  plumage  is  fully 
matured,  when  the  comb  and  wattles  of  cock- 
erels have  matured  and  taken  on  a  bright  red 
color,  and  the  same  adornments  of  a  cock  bird 
have  developed  from  the  shriveled  colorless 
stage,  common  to  the  molting  period,  into 
their  original  size  and  lirightuess  of  color.  If 
they  can  reach  the  show  room  in  this  con- 
dition they  are  as  fit  to  do  battle  for  the  cov- 
eted places  of  honor  as  they  can  jiossibly  be.

virtually  complete  in  every  part. 

The  second  stage  is  ushered  in  by  a  markccl 
activity  of  all  the  organs  of  the  body.  The 
chick,  which  hitherto  has  remained  small, 
now  begins  to  grow;  the  temperature  rises; 
the  completed  organs  perform  their  various 
functions,  in  the  animal  economy;  the  lilood 
vessels  of  the  allantois,  rapidly  encircling  the 
egg,  gather  nutriment  from  the  egg,  oxygen 
from  the  outer  air,  and  expel  carbonic  acid 
and  other  poisonous  gases  from  the  system. 
All  the  processes  of  growth,  decay,  and 
repair,  the  wasting  of  tissues,  and  the  replac- 
ing of  dead  particles  by  living  ones  arc 
inaugurated.  Henceforth  the  history  of  the 
chick  is  chiefly  a  history  of  its  growth. 

In  this  marvelous  development  of  the  chick, 
nature  endeavors  to  run  on  schedule  time;  at 
the  end  of  each  day  a  certain  definite  point  is 
to  be  reached;  at  a  certain  hour  the  heart  is 
to  begin  beating;  on  a  certain  day  the  work 
on  the  windpipe  must  begin,  and  at  a  certain 
specified  time  it  must  be  completed.  Certain 
connections  are  to  be  made.  A  nerve  and  a 
bone  are  made,  and  a  hole  is  to  be  boroil 
through  the  bone  just  in  time  for  the  advanc- 
ing nerve  to  pass  through.  The  full  develop- 
ment of  the  chick  must  be  timed  to  meet  the 
closing  of  the  allantois  blood  vessels,  else  the 
chick  may  perish  in  trying  to  get  out.

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when  the  proper  amount  of  heat  and  pure  air 
suitably  inoi^iencil  are  applieil  to  the  e'^g:  and 
perhaps  the  cause  of  nearly  every  failure  of 
fertile  eggs  to  hatch  may  be  traced  to  iiiiproi)er 
heating,  ini[>roper  ventilation,  or  an  improper 
supply  of  moisture.  The  eflVct  of  too  high  a 
temperature  U  to  unduly  ha>ten  development ; 
of  one  too  low,  to  retard  it.  I5ut  the  evil 
effects  of  variations  in  the  tem|ierature  are 
not  so  marked  as  those  following  an  improper 
supply  of  fresh  air  or  moisture. 

Fresh  air  is  necessary  to  development  dur- 
ing the  first  or  creative  period.  Just,  what 
purpose  it  serves  we  do  not  know  ;  but  we  do 
know  that  if  the  supjdy  be  limited,  the  gcrm.s 
will  either  not  develop,  or,  possibly,  will  die 
before  the  eml  of  the  period.  Thus  I  have 
tried  the  effect  of  a  very  light  coating  of  oil  on 
eggs,  and  found  that  only  about  ten  per  cent 
of  the  germs  develoi)ed,  and  that  those  which 
developed  were  weak.  Again,  I  have  found 
that  in  very  wartn  weather  an  unusually  l;irge 
percentage  perished  before  the  twelfth  da;  > 
whereas,  in  cooler  weather,  or  with  belter 
ventilation,  very  few  have  died.  I  have  also 
found  that  in  running  incubators  A  and  H. 
(descril)ed  in  the  ;irticli'  in  hi>t  number), 
together,  .\  has  \iiiiformly  developed  more 
germs  than  15,  owing —  as  1  think — to  a  better 
system  of  ventilation. 

After  the  growing  stage  sets  in,  the  evil 
efTecfs  of  impure  air  are  similar  to  those 
produced  among  all  warm  blooded  animals 
after  birth,  with  the  e.vception  that  they  are 
oftener  fatal.  The  function  of  oxygen  in  the 
animal  economy  is  in  part  to  burn  out  the 
worn  out  particles  of  matter  contained  in  the 
)ilood,and  in  part  to  supply  animal  heat  liy 
the  combustion  of  carbou.  Parlicles  of  matter 
in  the  living  body  are  continually  perishing, 
and  as  continually  l)eing  replaced  by  others 
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endowed  with  the  principle  of  life,  and  the 
dead  matter  removed  is  in  all  respects  similar 
in  chemical  constitution  to  that  of  the  w  hole 
body  after  death.  Soon  after  death  deconj- 
position  sets  in,  which,  in  the  absence  of 
oxygen,  emienders  poisons  of  .«uch  deadly 
nature  that  the  particles  adhering  to  a  sur- 
geon's knife  are  sufticient  to  produce  death. 
Poisons  similar  to  these  result  from  the 
decomposition  of  the  dead  particles  within  the 
living  body,  and  these  find  their  way  into  I  he 
circulation  whenever  the  supply  of  oxygen  i* 
insufficient,  whereas,  if  these  dead  particles 
are  introduced  into  blood  sufficiently  charged 
with  oxygen,  they  are  quickly  decomposed, 
and  rendered  harmless  until  they  can  be 
expelled  from  the  system,  through  the  .igency 
of  the  excretory  organs. 

The  products  formed  l)y  this  decomposition 
are  water,  urea,  and  carbonic  acid,  and  in 
order  that  the  blood  may  be  kept  pure,  the 
»uppiy  of  oxygen  must  uot  only  \,e  ample,  but 
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must  be  constant.  If  the  supply  is  scant  the 
more  deadly  poisons  referred  to  above  are 
formed. 

In  order  that  these  excretory  organs  in 
mature  animals  may  jierform  their  functions 
I'ropeily,  they  must  be  kept  in  a  healthful 
condition.  The  skin  must  be  kept  clean  ;  tiie 
pores  open;  the  lungs  must  be  sound;  the 
kidneys  active,  and  none 
of  the  organs  must  be 
overtaxed.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  if  any 
one  of  these  organs  fails 
to  perform  its  functions, 
the  others  are  called 
upon  to  do  douljle  work, 
and  if  the  extra  work 
be  too  long  continued, 
the  organs  become  en- 
feebled aixl  incapalile  of 
doing  even  their  normal 
amount  of  work.  The 
derangement  of  one 
organ  quickly  involves 
others,  and  thus  the 
failure  of  any  organ  to 
perform  its  functions 
may  result  in  the  de- 
rangement of  the  whole 
system. 

The  immediate  effect  of 
breathing  impui  e  air  is  to 
allow  the  blood  to  become 
tilled  with  poisons.  This 
leads  to  abnormal  activ- 
ity on  the  part  of  the  skin 
and  kidneys;  :md,  if  very 
long  continued,  to  enfee- 
blement  and  a  diseased 
condition  of  these  organs. 
Then  follows  a  general 
derangement  of  all  the 
organs  of  the  body,  —  of 
the  heart,  liver,  stomach  ; 
and,  as  a  result  of  di- 
gestive disturbances,  im- 
emaciation,  cessation  of 
giowth,  and  premature  decline  may  follow. 

Such  we  know  to  Ije  the  evil  effects  which 
ensue  from  long  continued  breathing  of  impure 
air— iis  in  the  case  of  children  reared  in  large 
cities,  or  kept  in  crowded  school  rooms. 
Kvevy  text  book  on  physiology  is  replete  with 
stories  of  the  evil  effects  of  breathing  impure 
air,  and  a  comparison  of  the  children  reared 
in  cities— pale,  listless,  delicate  —  with  those 
growing  up  in  the  open  houses  of  the  moun- 
tains—rosy, vigorous,  overflowing  with  life 
and  good  humor,  justifies  all  that  has  ever 
been  said  in  behalf  of  pure  air. 

When  we  consider  that  the  second  stage  in 
the  development  of  the  chick  is  one  of  growth, 
and  that  one  of  the  most  marked  effects  of 
impure  air  is  imperfect  nutrition  and  conse- 
quent retarded  development;  and  when  we 
consider  further  that  the  time  for  growth  is 
limited  to  a  few  days,  we  can  understand  why 
8o  many  chicks  die  in  the  ebelL  I  faave  myself 
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broken  the  eggs  of  hun- 
dreds of  such  chicks, 
and  have  found  them  in 
all  stages  of  develop- 
ment, Failureto  r/row 
is  the  cause  to  be  as- 
signed in  nearly  every 
case.  Very  rarely  have 
I  found  chicks  with  or- 
gans in<'omplete.  A 
il  e  li  n  i  te  amount  of 
nourishment  is  stored 
in  the  egg  for  the  chick 
during  the  growing 
stage,  and  until  it  has 
consun)ed  this  it  can- 
not get  out.  Hence  it 
must  grow  to  get  out, 
and  failing  to  gow,  it 
perishes. 

One  of  the  surprising 
tilings  of  life  is  the  far 
reaching  effect  of  ob- 
scure causes.  Thus  the 
s  a  m  e  cause  w  h  i  c  li 
changes  the  vote  of  five 
per  cent  of  the  voters 
in  a  single  county  will 
change  about  the  same 
proi)ortioii  of  votes  all 
over  the  state.    So  the 
same  cause,  or  causes, 
which  leads  to  chicks  <lying  in  the  shell  will 
lead  to  the  death  of  many  of  those  which  hatch. 
Hence  the  law  in  artilicial  incubation,  that  the 
more  chicks  hatched  the  more  we  c;ni  count  ou 
raising;  while  the  poorer  the  hatch  the  poorer 
will  be  our  success  in  laising  those  which 
hatch.    In  other  words,  the  same  cause  which 
leads  to  the  death  of  some  before  hatching  will 
lead  to  the  death  of  others  after  hatching,  and 
the  enfceblement  of  those  which  survive. 
What  is  the  (;ause?   Jlalnutrition ;  and  this 
may  be  .set  down  as  the  cause  (barring  acci- 
dents) of  death  of  nearly  all  that  die  after 
hatching.    The  chicks  die  because  they  fail  to 
grow.    The  same  causes  that  enfeebled  their 
digestive  powers  before  hatching  contiiuie 
their  deadly  work  when  the  chicks  are  out. 

If  the  supply  of  oxygen  is  very  scant,  the 
elfect  on  the  immature  organs  of  the  poisons 
generated  is  to  render  them  constitutionally 
defective,  anil  hence  wo  find  that  when  we  get 
our  chicks  out,  leaving  a  large  per  cent  dead 
in  the  shell,  they  are  bright  enough,  and 
pretty  enough  for  two  or  three  days;  but,  no 
sooner  do  they  begin  to  eat  than  a  general 
derangement  follows,  and  their  delicate  con- 
stitutions go  to  pieces  without  ap[)areiit  cause. 
I  have  taken  a  hatch  of  forty  chickens,  fine 
lively  fellows,  out  of  incubator  I?,  and  had 
every  chick  die  within  a  week.  Chicks  out  of 
incubator  C  will  thrive  in  an  old  box,  while 
those  out  of  B  are  dying  in  a  l*eep-o"-I)ay 
brooder. 

In  what  liiis  preceded  I  have  atlemiiled  to 
show  the  importance  of  ventilation  as  well  as 
some  of  the  different  systems  of  ventilation  in 
u.se.  It  is  proper  in  the  next  place,  in  view 
of  its  commanding  importance,  to  inquire  how 
much  ventilation  is  needed,  and  what  it  is 
going  to  cost  us.  It  is  possible  that,  like  man, 
the  embryo  chick  cannot  have  too  much  fresh 
air,  and  that,  like  man,  with  an  unliniitcil 
amount  of  fresh  air  it  will  only  use  what  is 
needed. 

But  as  man  shuts  himself  up  in  dwelling- 
with  a  limited  supply  of  fresh  air,  in  order 
that  he  may  economize  in  the  matter  of  fuel 
to  keep  him  warm;  so  in  artificial  incubation

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we  liiul  it  necessary,  in  view  of  tlie  cost  of 
ventilation,  to  reduce  the  amount  to  the  mini- 
imim  necessary  for  the  wants  of  the  chicks. 
It  may,  however,  in  general,  be  said  that  the 
amount  regularly  supplied  must  be  such  as  to 
suffice  at  all  times,  whatever  the  outside 
tempei  ature,  and  that  we  should  err  ou  the 
safe  side  by  having  a  superabundance.  We 
have  no  means  of  measuring  the  oxygen 
delivered  to  the  eggs,  as  we  have  in  the  ther- 
mometer for  measuring  the  temperature,  and 
we  can  only  learn  by  experience  how  much  is 
needed  in  any  given  locality. 

Perhaps  the  most  economical  method  of 
ventilating  the  eggs  is  to  admit  fresh  cold  air 
ilirectly  into  the  egg  chamber  from  the  out- 
side, the  heat  being  applied  by  radiation  only. 
Where  the  eggs  are  heated  by  a  current  of 
warm  air  passing  over  them  the  heat  rerjuired 
to  warm  the  air  is  all  lost  when  this  air 
escapes  from  the  egg  chamber,  except  the 
amount  extracted  by  the  eggs  and  the  walls  of 
the  incubator.  In  order  to  keep  the  eggs  at  a 
temperature  of  l(i3°  it  is  necessary  that  the  air 
should  have  a  slightly  higher  temperature, 
and  on  leaving  the  incubator  the  temperature 
will  be  but  little  less  than  103°.  Let  us  suppose 
that  It  escapes  into  the  outer  air  with  a  tem- 
perature of  100°;  that  the  outside  temperature 
is  60°;  and  that  the  amount  of  air  passing 
through  the  egg  chamber  every  si.x  hours  is 
ten  culifc  feet.  The  heat  lost  will  then  be  that 
required  to  ral.se  ten  cubicfeetof  air  40°  every 
six  hours,  or  one  cubic  foot  400°. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  the  eggs  are  heated  by 
radiation  from  an  overhead  drum,  and  air 
having  a  temperature  of  60°  be  introduced 
Into  the  egg  chamber  from  below,  and  If 
means  of  escape  be  provided  at  some  point 
above  the  level  of  the  eggs;  then  it  is  only 
necessary  to  raise  the  temperature  of  the  air 
admitted  to  that  necessary  to  produce  the 
required  circulation.  Let  us  suppose  that  an 
increase  of  10°  in  temperature  will  cause  ten 
cubic  feel  of  air  to  pass  through  the  egg  cham- 
ber every  si.v  hours  as  before;  then  the  heat 
lost  would  be  that  necessary  to  raise  ten  cubic 
feet  of  air  10°,  or  one  cubic  foot  100°  every  six 
hours.  The  heat  lost  in  ventilating  the  eggs 
is  thus  seen  to  be  but  one-fourth  as  great  as  In 
the  former  case.  If  we  take  Into  account  the 
heat  lost  by  radiation  into  the  outer  air,  this 
estimate  will  perhaps  not  be  far  wrong.  In 
practice  I  have  found  that  it  takes  at  least 
three  times  as  much  oil  to  run  incubator  A  as 
it  does  to  run  C,  although  C  holds  more  eggs. 

.  But  it  may  be  asked  :  Is  it  not  absurd  to 
talk  about  hatching  eggs  in  an  atmosphere 
having  a  temperature  of  only  70°?  Not  at  all ; 
and  we  might  just  as  well  have  placed  it  at 
30°,  as  far  as  the  principle  involved  is  con- 
cerned. 

To  illustrate :  One  may  make  himself  alto- 
gether comfortable  by  a  good  tire  with  ice 
forming  in  the  room  near  by.  See  how  quickly 
one  chills  if  some  one  gets  "between  him  and 
the  tiro."  The  radiant  heat  is  thereby  shut  otJ', 
auU  lie  iuslautiv  realizes  how  cold  ibe  air  is 


by  which  he  is  surrounded.  As  bearing  uixjii 
this  point  I  made  the  follov^  ing  experiment : 

When  a  thermometer  was  held  within 
eighteen  inches  of  a  hot  fire  the  mercury  rose 
to  135°.  Keeping  the  thermometer  in  the 
same  position  I  shut  oflf  the  heat  from  the  fire, 
when  it  fell  to  78°. 

I  tried  the  same  experiment  at  a  distance  of 
thirty  in<^hes.  When  exposed  to  the  heat  of 
the  fire  the  thermometer  registered  112°,  and 
when  a  screen  was  interposed  it  again  fell  to 
78°,  showing  that  the  air  surrounding  the 
thermometer  was  only  78°,  while  the  ther- 
mometer itself  was  raised  to  a  temperature  of 
13.5°  in  the  first  experiment,  and  to  112°  in  the 
second.  An  egg  held  at  the  same  distance 
would  have  been  subjected  to  the  same 
changes  of  temperature. 

Radiant  heat  has  very  little  eftcct  in  elevat- 
ing the  temperature  of  the  air  through  which 
It  passes,  YV'hile  on  the  contrary  it  is  largely 
al)Sorl)ed  by  any  solid  substance  like  the  shell 
of  an  egg.  Moreover  the  conductiug  power  of 
the  shell  is  high;  so  that  the  radiant  energy 
absorbed  by  its  upper  surface  is  quickly  trans- 
mitted to  the  lower  .surface,  and  to  the  interior 
of  the  egg.  The  eggs  may  thus  be  maintained 
at  any  desired  temperature— say  of  103°,  while 
the  mass  of  air  passing  through  them  is  many 
degrees  lower. 

It  is  true  that  the  air  would  after  a  time  be 
warmed  by  contact  with  the  eggs  ami  with 
the  walls  of  the  Incubator,  but  this  will  not 
take  place  if  the  circulation  is  sufficiently 
rapid.  Herein  lies  the  beauty  of  this  system 
of  ventilation:  each  individual  egg  produces 
its  own  ventilating  current ;  the  air  in  immedi- 
ate contact  with  the  egg  becomes  heated  to  a  . 
temperature  approaching  that  of  the  egg 
itself,  and  therefore  much  warmer  than  the 
surrounding  air;  as  soon  as  it  becomes  heated 
it  rises,  giving  place  to  the  fre>h  cool  air  sur- 
rounding It.  No  sooner,  therefore,  does  the 
air  perform  its  function  of  supplying  the  egg 
with  oxygen, and  taking  up  its  load  of  exhalecl 
gases,  than  it  rises  and  leaves  it.  AVhei  eas,  if 
the  air  be  heated  by  a  (uirrent  of  warm  air 
above  103°  no  such  movement  takes  place,  and 
we  have  to  rely  on  the  movement  of  the  whole 
mass  of  air  to  sweep  the  eggs  clear  of  poi>on- 
ous  gases.  For  this  reason  a  smaller  amount 
of  air  is  required  when  air  is  admitted 
unwarmed  into  the  egg  chamber. 

Still  another  advantage  is  to  Vie  gained  by 
admitting  cold  air  from  below,  In  that  an> 
carbolic  acid  which  may  collect  in  the  bottom 
of  the  egg  chamber,  as  this  gas  tends  to  do  in 
the  bottoms  of  wells,  mines,  etc.,  it  at  once 
fiows  out  by  its  greater  weight;  so  that  alto- 
gether the  air  in  the  egg  chamber  is  at  all 
times  kept  as  pure  and  wholesome  as  it  seems' 
possible  to  make  it. 

So  eflective  is  this  system  of  ventilation  that 
the  manufacturers  find  it  necessary  to  add 
pans  of  water  regularly  about  the  truth  day, 
to  prevent  excessive  evaporation. 

lu  addition,  by  admitting  cold  air  from 
below  we  are  able  to  keep  the  lower  surface 


of  the  CL'gs  sensilily  cooler  than  the  upper, 
which  being  nature's  way  is  the  one  which 
may  be  most  safely  followed.  This  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  accomplished  with  a  current  of 
warm  air.

SOME  CRITICISMS  OF  THE 
BLUE  HILLS  PLAN. 


A    Correspondent's  Comments 
and  Cautions. 

An  exceedingly  encouraging  picture  is  pre- 
sented to  the  novice  in  poultry  craft  In  the 
opening  article  of  the  December  15th  Fakm- 
PoULTKY  —  so  interesting  that  it  has  per^i^t- 
ently  dwelt  in  my  mind  for  the  past  twenty- 
four  hours.  A  gentleman  who  "is  not  Infected 
with  hen  fever,"  "  nor  does  he  delude  himself 
with  dreauis  of  enormous  profits,"  has  estab- 
lished a  poultry  business  in  "cold  blood,"  his 
"  holiby  "  being  "  to  make  this  poultry  farm 
pay  a  fair  profit  on  his  investment  wiiliout 
his  really  knowing  anything  in  a  practical  w  ay 
about  poultry  keeping."  He  has  selected  as 
his  superintendent  (the  man  who  must  know 
something  in  a  practical  way  about  poultry 
keeping)  a  man  who  is  undoubtedly  honor- 
able, trustworthy,  and  very  much  in  earnest, 
but  who  is  a  carpenter  by  trade,  having  "been 
very  successful  with  poultry  on  a  small  scale, 
Init  had  never  worked  on  a  large  plant." 

What  challenges  our  attention  particularly 
in  this  article  is  the  expression  of  o|)inlon  by 
the  writer,  that,  "  As  the  story  of  the  plant  Is 
told,  I  think  the  reader  will  agree  with  mc 
that  results  to  date,  and  the  outlook  arc  very 
promising."  This  indicates  such  a  misappre- 
hension of  the  real  "thinks"  of  some  of  us  who 
are  quietly  carrying  on  a  chicken  business,  not 
in  cold  bloo<l,  but  in  an  earnest  endeavor  to 
know  something  definite  of  the  practical  end 
of  poultry  raising,  that  we  can't  help  a  mild 
protest  against  it. 

There  is  nothing  given  in  the  story  which 
allows  us  to  figure  whether  the  cost  of  market- 
ing to  date  is  encouraging  or  not,  so  we  can't 
say  much  about  that;  but  let  us  discuss  the 
merits  of  the  plant  as  adapted  to  the  uses  and 
means  of  the  man  who  starts  .with  small 
capital,  and  intends  to  do  his  own  work — such 
a  man,  in  fact,  as  we  have  understood  Farm- 
IVn  i.l  ltY  to  be  trying  primarily  to  assist. 

'I'he  first  thing  that  strikes  us  is  that  they 
have  built  a  house  too  big  on  the  inside,  and 
then  have  contrived  an  expensive  means  of 
filling  it  up  to  tiie  desired  size.  If  the  result 
olitalned  is  advantageous  enough  to  offset  this 
costly  means  of  arriving  at  an  end,  objection 
is  useless ;  but  is  it? 

We  believe  we  know,  some  of  us,  that  too 
dry  a  run  Is  iletrlmeutal  to  chickens,  and  that 
there  should  be  an  opportunity  for  them  to  go 
out  of  doors  at  the  earliest  possible  age.  The 
moisture  that  naturally  dampens  the  ground 
just  below  the  surface  in  an  ordinary  brooder 
bouse  is  good  for  the  little  chicks.  When 


things  get  too  dry  for  them  occa- 
sionally, we  sprinkle  the  pens.  — 
This  is  not  often  necessary  ou  the 
natural  ground,  which  in  a  measure 
regulates  itself;  but  how  about 
boxes  of  gravel  some  eight  inches 
deep,  surrounded  by  a  heated  at- 
mosphere? Will  not  the  chickens 
Ijake  in  warm  weather?  M'» should 
prefer  the  natural  ground  were 
there  no  other  consiileratlon  than 
that  of  health. 

Jt  Is  evidently  considered  advan- 
tageous to  have  a  passageway  en- 
tirely around  the  brooders,  though 
that  between  the  latter  and  the 
window  is,  by  scale  a  little  less  than 
a  foot  wide.  To  us,  any  advan- 
tage gained  by  this  narrow  passage 
is  more  than  ollVet  by  the  impossi- 
bility of  allowing  the  chicks,  in  any 
practical  way,  a  run  out  of  doors 
—  in  warm  weather  particularly, 
though  we  believe  in  their  going 
out  any  sunshiny  day  in  tolerably 
cold  weather  after  the  first  week, 
and  sometimes  earlier.  Though  it 
is  probaldy  intended  to  keep  chicks 
in  the  nursery  only  a  coujile  of 
weeks,  those  being  the  most  Impor- 
tant two  weeks  of  the  little  fellows' 
existence,  as  far  as  life  and  death 
are  concerned,  it  is  our  plan  to  give  them  all 
the  outdoor  exercise  we  can  with  judgment 
allow  them  within  that  time.  In  summer, 
thev  would  go  out  the  first  dav  that  was

This  one  consiileration  would  con- 
tU'iun  tlie  front  passuge  with  us,  and  we  be- 
lieve the  ^diicks  would  thank  us  handsomely 
for  its  elimination. 

With  that  passni,'e  out  of  the  way,  see  how 
the  construction  may  be  simplified.  Lay  off  a 
piece  of  land  the  len<;th  of  your  house,  and 
tifteeu  feet  wide.  Dig  a  trench  at  the  back 
seven  feet  wide  and  three  feet  deep,  throwins; 
the  dirt  batdi.  Bring  your  rear  foundation 
wall  from  the  Itottom  of  the  trench  to  »  couple 
(or  more)  feet  al)ove  the  ground  level.  Grade 
the  dirt  you  threw  out  up  against  this  wall  on 
the  outside.  In  front,  start  your  foundation 
as  low  in  the  ground  as  you  like,  and  bring  it 
to  a  tritle  above  the  ground  level.  Lay  your 
sills  on  liack  and  front  walls;  use  front  studs 
three  feet  long  instead  of  live  feet  as  in  jilan, 
which  will  bring  the  eaves  about  the  same 
height  above  the  ground  as  are  the  tops  of  the 
gravel  boxes  in  the  plan,  will  economize  heat 
the  same,  or  belter,  and  save  the  cost  of  two 
feet  in  height  of  construction  and  lumber. 
Otherwise  build  your  house  as  directed,  if  you 
please.  Then  build  a  retaining  wall  on  the 
inside  of  trench,  which  will  cost  something, 
but  will  stay  there  forever,  (or  until  you  are 
tired  raising  chickens  this  way),  place  your 
brooders  against  it,  with  legs  long  enough  to 
bring  the  floors  six  inches  above  the  tops  of 
the  front  sills,  put  in  your  wire  fences,  a  foot 
high,  from  Itrooders  to  front  of  house,  grade 
from  sill  up  to  floors  of  brooders  with  coarse 
sand  or  flne  gravel,  and  cut  some  little  doors 
between  sills  and  window  sills.  If  you  want 
a  bank  of  pipes  in  front,  put  them  across  the 
windows.  They  will  not  cut  otl"  sunlight 
enough  to  bother  sensible  chickens  having  a 
run  out  of  doors.  You  thus  save  lumber  on 
the  front,  and  tirst  cost  and  cost  of  renewals 
on  gravel  boxes,  have  spent  a  little  more  on 
indestructil)le  walls,  and  have  arrived  at  the 
same  result  as  to  heat,  a  l)etter  result  as  to 
pleasant  weather  outings  and  moisture  in  the 
soil,  but  may  have  to  get  up  into  a  pen  occa- 
sionally and  bend  your  back  a  little,  to  which 
no  live  man  objects  if  his  chickens  are  healthy. 

Relative  to  the  feature  of  the  Blue  Hills  plan 
to  further  which  most  of  their  inside  construc- 
tion seems  to'have  been  evolved,  namely,  ven- 
tila+iou,  we  think  that  need  not  bother  us 
under  our  plan.   For  instance : 

Suppose  we  swing  those  front  windows  in 
at  the  top,  and  run  our  back  ventilator  shafts 
from  near  the  bottom  of  the  trench  up  to  the 
eaves  and  out.  It  has  been  scientifically  and 
practically  demonstrated  that  ventilation 
ol)tained  in  this  manner  is  hard  to  beat.  Try 
it  and  see. 

If  we  were  building,  a  brooder  house  we 
wouKl  save  in  another  way.  AVe  would  make 
a  single  pitch  roof,  supporting  the  middle  l)y 
a  row  of  studs  running  up  from  the  retiiining 
wall  at  the  inside  of  trench.  This  would 
necessitate  slightly  higher  liack  studs,  but  the 
saving  on  roo^  would  be  large.  In  practice  on 
French  Farm  we  have  found  this  satisfactory. 
We  never  could  see  the  beauty  of  making  a 
big  roof  space  inside  and  then  having  to  cut  it 
otrby  sheathing  overhead.  It  looks  to  us  like 
a  waste  of  time  and  money. 

lu  the  longer  end  of  the  Blue  Hills  house 
there  are  two  features  that,  from  experience, 
we  have  found  objectionable;  one  being  the 
gates  as  wide  as  the  pens,  which, if  they  swing 
out,  are  a  nuisance,  bu*  if  they  swing  in  scare 
the  chicks  unnecessarily,  and  the  other,  the 
traveling  of  the  chicks  over  the  window  sills, 
which,  in  thawing  and  freezing  weather,  lias 
ni3ant  to  us  much  digging  away  of  dirt  is 
order  to  close  the  windows  tightly.  There 
is  also  the  objection  of  too  much  direct 
draft  into  the  house  when  the  windows  are 
open  wide  enough  for  the  chicks  to  pass  in 
and  out.  We  like  small  doors  under  the 
windows,  operated  by  cords  from  the  passage 
at  the  back,  with  the  windows  swinging  in  at 
the  top. 

We  do  not  marvel  at  the  coolness  with 
which  those  directly  connecteil  with  the  plant 
set  aliout  the  task  of  producing  eight  thousand 
nierchantal)le  chickens  the  tirst  year,  guard- 
ing their  anticipations  with  the  reservation 
that  the  work  for  that  year  is  not  expected  to 
show  a  protit  because  of  building  operations, 
etc.,  which  is  self  evident.  Js'either  is  the 
mark  of  eight  thou?and  chicks  really  expected 
to  lie  reached  the  first  year;  but  the  second 
they  hope  to  do  better  because  they  will  have 
their  own  breeding  stock  to  furnish  the  eggs. 


These  hopes  and  "hedgings"'  we  have  all  been 
through,  and  no  doubt  all  have  arrived  at  dif- 
ferent results  by  our  own  individual  ways. 
We  all  must  be  hopeful  in  order  to  progress, 
and  the  wise  temper  their  expectations  with  a 
certain  distrust  of  the  future.  The  trouble 
with  most  of  us  is  that  we  do  not  temperthem 
enough. 

It  looks  easy  to  get  together  in  a  year  a  band 
of  hens  that  shall  lay  eggs  enough  at  the 
proper  seasons  to  furnish  our  inculiators  for 
the  production  of  eight  thousand  marketable 
chickens.  It  is  easy  if  our  experience  has 
taught  us  how  many  chicks  we  must  hatch 
from  availalde  eggs  in  order  that  the  three 
or  four  hundred  profitable  layers  required 
may  be  selected  therefrom,  and  also  how  we 
must  handle  these  chic\is  through  their  grow- 
ing period.  Can  anything  but  experience 
determine  this?  Can  anything  short  of  two 
or  three  years  handling  of  so  large  a  flock 
teach  us  the  problem  of  producing  the  eggs 
re(iuired,  on  a  paying  basis,  at  the  times  the 
freshly  emjitied  incubators  are  awaiting  them? 

Considering  the  raising  of  eight  thousand 
chickens  in  a  year,  to  say  nothing  of  doing  it 
profitably ,  does  the  man  who  has  successfully 
accomplished  two  thousand  a  year  realize  how 
troubles  multijily  out  of  all  jiroportions  to  the 
extra  numlier  of  chickens  as  he  extends 
towards  the  eight  thousand  mark?  Does  any- 
one, who  has  not  experienced  the  sensation  of 
marketing,  at  more  Ihan  cost,  eight  thousand 
chickens  of  his  own  raising,  comprehend  bow 
much  land,  how  many  houses,  and  what  kind 
of  houses,  not  to  speak  of  the  feeding  problem, 
are  essential  to  such  a  victory?  How  we 
crowd  our  incubators  (when  we  can  get  the 
eggs  to  fill  them,  making  up  the  number  with 
almost  anything  in  order  to  get  the  machine 
started  on  time),  and  wake  up  in  the  middle 
of  things  to  find  that  our  brooding  arrange- 
ments are  not  ample  enough  after  all  to  satisfy 
the  demands  upon  their  capacity.  Then  we 
begin  to  crovs-d,  and  "makeshift,"'  with  no 
special  plan  in  mind  except  to  market  our 
number.  The  awful  fate  awaiting  us  is  testi- 
fied to  by  many  a  headstone  over  the  grave  of 
a  once  too  ambitious  chicken  man. 

IIow  many  years  a  man,  has  to  try  before  he 
succeeds  in  marketing  profitably  eight  thou- 
sand chicks  in  a  year,  we  are  not  able  to  say. 
as  we  have  never  tackled  the  proposition  in 
exactly  that  way  ;  but  one  or  two  of  us  readers 
believe  that  a  man  is  laying  up  a  terrible  retri- 
bution for  himself,  when,  in  cold  blood,  ami 
with  no  particular  desire  to  learn  the  practical 
end  of  poultry  keeping,  he  jumps  into  the 
business  with  the  resolve  of  marketing  so 
many  of  his  own  raising  the  first,  second,  or 
even  the  third  year.  We  also  have  the  feel- 
ing that  the  man  of  small  e.xperience,  who 
undertakes  on  this  basis  to  supply  the  modest 
demand  of  "a  fair  margin  of  iirofit'"  to  the 
owner,  will  lie  wondering  at  the  end  of  a 
couple  of  years  if  there  is  not  more  money  in 
cows  than  in  chickens.  He  will  be  sure,  at 
least,  that  it  will  not  be  so  difticull  to  make 
his  mortality  sheets  tally  at  all  times  with  the 
exact  count  of  the  herd  on  hand. 

Record  keeping  is  a  matter  for  each  indi- 
vidual to  settle  for  himself.  I'ei'sonally  we 
would  not  undertake  to  account  for  all  miss- 
ing chicks,  even  to  ourselves,  and  at  the  same 
time  do  all  the  more  necessary  work  required 
by  the  living.  We  doubt  the  advisal)ility  of 
l)urdenii\g  a  superintendent  with  too  much  of 
that  kind  of  accounting. 

This  letter  is  not  written  to  discourage  the 
beginner.  Poultry  raising  is  ail  right  ;  but  we 
believe  that  a  word  of  caution  should  always 
follow  a  prediction  of  exi-eptional  success  at 
the  outset  of  a  poultry  proposition,  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  have  only  a  little  money 
with  which  to  start,  and  who  hope  to  make  a 
living  from  the  new  venture.  Let  those  who 
have  money  to  burn  be  as  "prudently  reck-

Another  Way  of  Looking 
At  It. 

A  sufficient  answer  to  the  mild  sarcasm  of 
the  oi)ening  paragraph  and  the  similar  one 
near  the  end  of  the  above  contribution  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  the  superintendent  of  the  Blue 
Hills  Farm,  though  he  had  never  worked  on  a 
large  poultry  plant,  succeeded  in  his  tirst  year's 
work  (which  was  properly  only  half  a  season) 
so  well  that  in  the  seventh  month  from  that  in 
which  the  first  hatch  was  made,  ^300  worth  of 
poiiUry  was  solil  froin  the  fiirni,  leavini;-  him 
1500  head  of  k  l:>-l  -i  ii-nn's  [no.liicc 
still  on  hanil,  witU  loui)  of  this  .-eaM)n"s  chicks 
already  in  the  brooders,  and  that  this  is  prac- 
tically the  work-of  one  man.  It  is  results  that 
count.  Neither  the  poultry  manager  at  French 
Farm  nor  myself  is  qualilied  to  speak  for  all 
the  poult ryinen  who  thinK",  or  all  who  know 
something  of  the  practical  side  of  the  business  ; 
but  I  think  I  know  that  a  great  many  of  those 
who  have  "  been  through  the  mill,"  will  agree 
with  me  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  have  an 
itemized  statement  of  the  expense  of  growing 
the  stock  to  warrant  the  assertion  that  results 
to  date  are  very  promising.  Indeed  I  cannot 
help  thinking  that  if  this  critic  had  considered 
both  the  statements  in  the  story  of  the  Blue 
Hills  Farm,  and  some  of  those  from  his  own 
pen  more  carefully,  some  of  the  latter  would 
have  been  very  much  modified, — that  he  would 
have  seen  the  propriety  of  a  little  "  hedging'" 
on  some  of  them,  and  the  entire  omission  of 
others. 

Whoever  will  calmly  sit  down  and  compare 
the  statements  about  this  farm  and  the  criti- 
cisms on  them,  will  find  at  once  that  many  of 
these  criticisms  lose  their  point. 

To  illustrate: — It  is  asked,  "Can  anything 
short  of  two  or  three  years  handling  of  so 
larire  a  flock  teach  lis  the  problem  of  produc- 
ing the  ejcgs  required,  etc.?"  when  the  article 
states  very  distinctly  that  it  is  not  expected  to 
produce  all  eggs  incubated  on  the  farm  until 
year  after  next  at  soonest.  This  will  be  the 
third  year  from  the  estal)lishment  of  the  farm. 
So  it  would  seem  that  on  this  point  there  is  a 
substantial  agreement  of  opinion  between  the 
gentleman  who  knows  nothing  of  poultry  in  a 
practical  wiiy,  his  superintendent  without 
previous  experience  on  a  large  plant,  the  editor 
who  is  supposed  to  seriously  misapprehend 
the  real  thoughts  of  the  practical  poultrymcn, 
and  the  quiet,  earnest,  and  practical  critic. 
There  is  nothing  at  all  remarkable  about  that, 
however;  the  remarkable  thing  is  that  a  per- 
son of  a  cautious  and  practical  turn  of  mind 
should  make  such  a  slip  under  such  circum- 
stances. 

Again  : — In  criticism  of  the  passage  in  front 
of  the  runs  to  the  nursery  brooders,  it  is 
stut<'d  that  the  passage  is  "  by  scale,  a  little 
less  than  a  foot  wide."  The  object  of  the 
statement  is  to  convey  the  idea  that  even  were 
a  passage  there  de>irable,  this  is  so  narrow  as 
to  be  usele>s.  The  question  as  to  whether  this 
pa>sage  would  be  better  if  made  wider  does 
not  come  in  here.  Taking  the  plan  as  it  is,  we 
and  that  the  indicated  width  of  this  passage 
on  the  giounil  plan  is  two  feet.  Kiom  thi.s, 
something  must  be  deducted  for  the  projec- 
tion of  the  studding  of  the  outer  wall,  for  tlie 
pipes,  and  for  the  projection  of  the  box  runs. 
Even  then  it  reciuires  hair  splittim*  measure- 
ments to  justify  calling  the  narrowest  part  of 
the  ])assage  (not  the  i>assage)  less  than  a  foot 
wide,  as  per  scale  of  the  drawing.  Consider- 
ing that  the  jiassage  is  only  intended  to  give 
fool  room  to  a  workman,  and  that  the  narrow 
part  of  it  comes  at  aliout  the  height  of  his 
knees,  the  criticism  made  of  it  is  entirely  too 
far  fetched  to  be  fair. 

There  are  other  siniihir  iioints  which  might 
be  brought  out  indicating  that  even  the  state- 
ments of  those  who  write  to  caution  against 
"fascinating"  statements  may  need  to  be 
somewhat  carefully  scrutinized,  but  I  can 
only  mention  one  or  two  of  the  more  impor- 
tant. "When  I  compare  what  the  Blue  Hills 
Ji'iirm  article  does  say  with  what  the  manager 


of  French  Farm  assumes  that  it  does,  1  must 
confess  to  a  iloubt  as  to  whether  he  could  have 
read  the  article  even  once,  carefully. 

He  finds  it  too  fascinating  to  the  novices  who 
cannot  afford  to  waste  their  little  capital,  and 
thinks  the  plan  of  the  plant  not  adapted  to  the 
man  with  small  capital.  Let  us  see  how  that 
is.  The  plant  is  intended  to  have  a  capacity  of 
8000  marketable  fowls  and  chicks,  compri>ing 
xjuab  broilers,  broilers,  wasters,  and  fowls. 
The  work  of  producing  these  is  to  be  done  by 
two  men  who  are,  when  the  plant  is  in  full 
running  order,  to  have  nothing  to  do  but  care 
for  the  poultry,  and  who  aie  beginning  with 
and  growing  up  to  the  capacity  of  the  plant.  If 
this  is  unreasonable, M«f/ec?/(e  circitmstdnces, 
I  fail  to  see  it.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
these  men  will  be  relieved  of  some  of  the 
worst  cares  and  worries  that  beset  the  average 
poultryman,  whether  in  business  for  himself 
or  as  superintendent  or  manager  for  another. 

As  to  the  "  fascination  "  of  the  plan  or  the 
arti(de  for  the  novice,  I  must  humbly  beg  to 
diilVr  with  our  critic.  1  meet  a  good  many 
noN  ices,  and  have  a  great  many  more  as  corre- 
sponilents.  AVhat  fascinates  those  who  want 
to  work  it  theniselveK  with  the  poultry  busi- 
ness is  the  idea  that  they  can  make  a  living,  at 


tir>t  fzlance  appear  to  many  to  be  rather 
chimerical.  But  most  poultrymen  who  will 
consider  in  the  same  connecticm  the  featui  es 
of  the  system  inaugurated  here,  ami  the  reason 
why  so  many  plants  have  failed,  will  have  to 
admit  that  this  system  is  designed  to  avoid 
some  of  the  commonest  causes  of  trouble  and 
failure, —  causes,  by  the  way,  of  the  kind 
which  most  of  us  can  locate  with  others  much 
more  easily  than  with  ourselves. 

It  was  principally  with  the  object  of  giving 
prominence  to  this  method  and  thus  jioint- 
edly  showing  how  some  of  the  weak  points  in 
the  poultry  business  were  appi-eciated  by  busi- 
ness men  outside  of  it  that  the  story  of  Blue 
Hills  Farm  was  told  so  fully. 

The  proprietor  of  this  farm  in  his  casual 
observations  of  poultry  farms  in  days  when 
he  interested  himself  in  them  only  as  scores  of 
ordinary  visitors  to  such  places  do,  observed 
several  important  things : 

1st.  That  many  good  poultrymen  were  not 
good  business  men.  Though  successful  in  get- 
ting eggs  and  in  growing  chicks,  when  it  came 
to  selling  goods  and  to  the  general  financial 
miuiagement  of  the  business  they  "  fell  down." 

2d.  That  on  many  poidtry  farms  the  capa- 
ble  and    responsible  man  in  charge  of  the

the  very  least,  w'hile  building  up  a  good  log 
iiusiness  on  a  small  capital,  and  have  an 
income  suflicient  to  meet  all  expenses  right 
from  the  start.  Anything  at  variance  with 
this  view  of  theirs  is  discouraging  to  nine- 
tenths  of  them.  As  for  the  capitalists,  there 
is  rarely  one  of  them  who  will  touch  it  on  a 
really  conservative  estimate  of  profits, —  ordi- 
nary interest  on  the  amount  invested,  which, 
it  shouM  be  remembered,  is  all  that  the  pro- 
prietor of  Blue  Hills  Farm  is  figuring  on. 

The  objection  to  the  plan  as  not  adapted  to 
the  use  of  the  man  with  small  capital,  is  not 
well  taken.  The  brooder  house  is  the  only 
single  building  on  the  plant  that  cost  more 
than  a  man  of  small  means  might  be  al>le  to 
put  into  it,  and  the  plan  of  this  house  can  be 
followed  in  as  small  a  hou>e  as  one  chooses  to 
build.  The  other  houses  are  all  small.  Any- 
one who  kept  a  dozen  or  two  hens  would 
have  to  put  as  much  in  a  house  for  them  as  is 
put  into  any  of  these  stock  hou.-es.  It  is 
simply  a  matter  of  how  many  are  needed.  As 
a  matter  of  fact  there  are  not  many  plants  of 
like  capacity  to  be  found  where  economy  of 
consti'uction  has  been  so  constantly  kept  in 
view.  Perhaps  some  of  the  rest  of  us  can 
jiidge  bcucr  of  the  French  Farm  plan  if  we 
have  a  statement  of  capacity  and  cost. 

The  plans  and  methods  at  Blue  Hills  Farm 
are  tit  subjects  for  criticism  and  discussion, 
but  let  us  make  such  after  careful  examina- 
tion of  them,  with  full  coTisideration  of  con- 
ditions, and  as  far  as  possible  without  bias. 
What  we  may  call  the  peculiar  "  system  "  of 
this  plant, —  the  practical  application  of  the 
ideas  of  its  proprietor  as  to  why  so  many 
similar  undertakings  have   /ailed,  may  at 


fowls  was  frequently  [irevented  by  his  numer- 
ous other  duties  from  giving  the  poultry 
proper  attention,'  and  in  consequence  there 
were  constant  losses  due  to  this  kind  of 
neglect,  which  ought  to  have  been  avoided, 

3d,  That  in  many  cases  no  one  connected 
with  the  plant  seemed  to  know  at  any  lime 
just  what  stock  was  on  the  place,  or  how  it 
was  produ(Mng,  or  what  had  become  of  stock 
missing  and  unaccounted  for,  or  what  it  was 
costing  to  run  the  place,  or  any  one  of  the 
numerous  items  which  a  business  man  con- 
siders it  essential  to  make  matters  of  record. 

4th.  That  the  greater  number  of  poultry 
businesses  are  undertaken  with  less  capital 
than  is  needed  to  run  them  economicallv.

We  pi  eseiit  ll)i.s  chart,  and  retell  tUi.s  tiile,  l>y 
letjiies^t.  Yet  the  novice  i.s  always  with  us, 
;iik1  it  is  only  liy  frequently  repeated  truth 
the  novices  as  they  come  to  lie  interested 
ill  the  problems  of  poultry  culture  can  lie 
lienetited. 

Age  only  stieiif;thens  our  belief  in  the  inis.sj- 
bility  of  peoplinj^  the  world  from  a  single  pair. 

It  is  often  said  that  each  seven  years  works 
a  coniiilete  change  in  our  orgauisui ;  that  this 
change  going  on  in  dilVerent  countries,  and 
under  dilleriiit  cliinalic  inlluence,  in  a  sense 
makes  strangers  those  related  by  blood. 

But  coming  back  to  its  eilects  upon  breed- 
ing as  seen  in  animated  nature  committed  to 
the  care  of  man,  we  know  that  we  can  lake 


own  strains  from  our  original  pair,  we  cau 
breed  back  to  each,  and  thus  sustain  liotli. 

In  all  this  we  persist  in  an  unbroken  line  of 
males  as  demonstrated  in  the  black  lines  of 
our  chart.  We  establish  a  line  of  breeding 
that  will  be  wonderful  in  its  like-producing- 
like  (|uality.  In  the  lirst  product,  group  3, 
there  may  not  be  a  single  male  to  present  the 
type  of  No.  2,  nor  may  there  be  a  pullet  in  the 
type  of  No.  1 ;  but  by  breeding  lia('k,  we  sei'ure 
the  original  types  of  both,  by  which  when  we 
make  the  second  group  of  one-half  bloods  wc 
lind  both  males  and  females  to  our  liking. 

Or  it  may  be  that  in  groii)!  ;i  we  have  made 
a  discovery  of  types  we  admire  above  that 
represenleil  in  our  .Vdaia  and  Eve.  If  so 
such  should  be  our  standanl,  and  in  .stibse- 
(pieut  mtitings  we  should  take  care  to  select 
only  birds  of  this  type  until  all  our  matings 
rcMill  in  tlial   iiiiiloriii  Ivpe,  si/e  and  color.

a  single  jiair  and  raise  thousands  in  the  same 
vigor,  form  and  beauty  of  plumage  as  the  pair 
wc  start  with;  Init  this  demands  that  our 
selections  shall  be  of  the  best  and  most  healthy 
specimens  of  their  race,  and  that  they  shall  be 
kept  under  and  in  the  most  favorable  condi- 
tions. 

Our  chart  shows  how  a  pair  and  its  progeny 
can  be  bred,  without  resorting  to  breeding  that 
would  be  termed  incestuous.  The  art  of  this 
consists  in  being  able  at  all  times  to  produce  a 
floi'k  that  is  of  one-half  the  blood  of  the 
original  pair,  liy  a  careful  examination  of 
the  chart  it  will  be  seen  that  all  groups  to  the 
right  of  the  center  have  a  prepoiuleniuce  of 
the  blood  of  the  male,  the  Adam  of  our  crea- 
tion ;  while  in  all  to  the  left  of  the  center  the 
blooil  of  the  female,  the  Eve  predominates,  the 
figures  showing  just  what  the  e.xcessof  female 
blood  is;  while  the  center  groups  are  each  and 
all  just  one-half  the  blood  of  each  of  the 
original  parents. 

To  secure  uniform  breeding  individually,  so 
to  speak,  is  to  sele<'t  that  type  we  desire  in  our 
matings.  It  is  thus  we  seinire  the  same  type, 
though  the  blood  be  different  in  its  projior- 
tidiis. 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  to  breed  for 
three  generations  the  same  blood  is  disastrous  : 
to  wit,  were  we  to  nuite  male  and  female  from 
group  :{,and  to  repeat  the  mating  in  the  prog- 
eny for  three  generations  we  would  produce 
sterility,  and  low  state  of  vigor,  and  impaired 
health. 

lint  our  groups  :j,  7,  and  11,  all  are  one- 
half  the  blood  of  etich  ancestor,  and  souiul, 
vigorous,  and  productive  because  of  the  mode 
of  their  production,  and  just  as  strong  as 
group  :$,  which  was  the  direct  issue  of  the 
ori'rinal  elements  mateil.  In  all  these 
matings  we  changed  the  proportion. 

It  is  only  when  we  breed  back  and  give  the 
strain  we  are  feeding  the  preponderance  that 
we  reap  the  benefits.  In  other  words  we  then 
have  commenced  to  consume  the  new  iufusi<»n 
of  blood.  The  second  time  we  breed  back  we 
virtually  do  consume  the  blood  introduced, 
ami  the  necessity  arises  for  a  new  cross,  that 
shall  produce  and  fiirni-sh  a  new  reservoir  of 
blood  to  benefit  and  quicken  our  flocks.  This 
can  be  done  by  the  matings  of  groups  4  and  .5, 
or  by  mating  groups  G  and  S. 

Were  we  to  take  in  foreign  blooil  we  could 
benefit  only  the  one  strain;  bijt  b,v  mating  ouf

And  all  this  can  be  secured  by  the  ownership 
of  a  pair  of  strong  healthy  birds,  selected 
from  two  strains  as  progenitors  in  our  crea- 
tion. 

By  this  line  breeding  do  we  control  type 
and  color,  and  by  the  selection  of  the  most 
prolific  do  we  often  produce  wonderful  results 
in  egg  producing  stock. 

I  believe  that  this  principle  can  be  carried 
into  the  breeding  of  mammals  as  well  as  into 
breeding  fowl.s. 

Now  that  the  Belgian  hare  is  engrossing  the 
attention  of  many  poultry  breeders,  and  as  in  . 
jirolirtcacy  they  resemble  fowls,  we  are  able 
to  try  experiments  with  them  four  times  as 
quickly  as  with  cattle.  I  believe  that  a  first 
class  buck  of  English  production,  bred  in  line 
from  original  Belgian  stock,  mated  with  a 
pure  Belgian  doe  bred  in  Belgium, can  be  thus 
bred,  and  that  to  follow  with  them  the  line  of 
breeding  laid  down  in  our  chart  would  demon- 
strate the  principle  we  advocate  in  a  lucid  and 
forcible  manner.  This  we  propose  to  do,  and 
to  be  able  to  report, — no  loss  of  beauty,  no 
loss  of  weight,  no  loss  of  procreative  power. 

The  fight  for  special  types  comes  in  the  first 
three  or  four  matings,  for  they  are  antago- 
nized by  the  ancestry  that  has  controlled  the 
breeding  of  the  pair  we  shall  select  for  our 
experiment,  for  we  caidiot  run  away  from 
our  ancestors.  But  in  animal  and  fowl  breed- 
ing we  can  lie  consistent  in  our  selections. 
They  being  alike,  we  soon  establish  a  stiaiii 
with  its  personal  character  and  family  like- 
ness. I'wdigree  is  essential,  and  is  twice  as 
important  when  a  comparison  of  strict  type 
selection  in  mating. 

It  is  poor  economy  to  take  a  faulty  speci- 
men becau.se  it  has  a  fine  pedigree.  Its  very 
blood  may  work  to  establish  its  defects.  The 
defect  may  be  a  hereditary  one  that  has  slum- 
bered, may  be,  for  several  generations,  and 
being  reborn,  be  a  most  dangerous  element  to 
foster. 

We  are  all  aware  that  in  the  breeds  of  fowls 
that  have  come  to  us  in  the  past  fifty  years 
type  and  color  have  not  been  reasonably  con- 
trolled until  after  ten  years  of  breeding  aiul 
close  selection.  Hence  the  oft-repeated  saying, 
"  h  tiikfn  Ifni  iji'iirs  to  mnke  <t,  bred."  This 
is  the  fight  we  have  with  ancestral  control 
when  we  make  new  types  by  the  crossing  of 
two  breeds.

A  niXED  SYMPOSIUn. 


Numerous  Patrons  of  F.-P_  Give 
Their  Views  on 
200-Egg  Hens. 
How  to  Feed  Chicks. 
How  to  Do  Better  This  Year. 

Wm.  H.  Child,  tiatboro.  Pa. 

W'lial  has  been  my  e.\periern:e  with  200-e^ir 
bens?  Well  1  have  never  had  one  that  1  am 
aware  of,  or  wliose  record  coukl.be  vouched 
for.  1  be},Mn  using  trap  nests  a  year  ai;o,  and 
have  found  out  a  lot  of  useful  information 
which  1  hope  to  i)rolit  by  this  year.  1  only 
used  trap  nests  with  one  pen  last  year,  and 
the  best  record  I  icot  was  ISS  eggs.  I  hoi)ed 
this  hen  would  get  to  200,  but  in  vain.  About 
six  weeks  before  the  end  of  the  year  this  lien 
began  molding  in  earnest,  and  stopped  laying 
entirely.  I  did  not  force  her  in  any  way  to 
get  this  record— L;a\c  lier  same  treatment  as 
all  my  hens  m  l,  \  i/,. :  plenty  of  exercise, 
plenty  of  good  sound  food,  and  green  stuft'. 
Fortunately  I  liatched  some  of  her  eggs,  and 
have  a  few  (live  or  six)  of  her  pullets  to 
e.xperiment  with  this  year.  I  regret  that  I 
lost  the  sire  of  these  i)ullets,  as  I  should  have 
liked  to  liave  used  him  with  them  ;  but  now  I 
have  to  go  outside  for  cock  for  them.  I  am 
going  to  use  traj)  nests  on  two  pens  this  sea- 
son, and  make  special  matings.  It  will  take 
more  time,  but  I  l)elieve  will  bring  better 
results.  I  am  sending  you  by  mail  herewith 
one  of  my  White  Wyandotte  pullet  eggs  to 
show  the  color  1  have  brought  them  to.  I 
used  to  get  a  lot  of  light  eggs,  but  h;'ve  got 
away  from  them  entirely  by  continued  selec- 
tion. 

E.  D.  Page,  No.  Hermon,  fie. 

In  regard  to  200-egg  hens,  I  presume  I. have 
owned  several  such,  but  have  never  kept 
records  to  prove  it.  I  know  nothing  of  200- 
egg  flocks.  From  my  own  experience  with 
known  heavy  layers,  and  also  from  the  experi- 
ence of  others  with  hens  having  records  of  200 
eggs  and  over,  I  consider  the  200-egg  hen 
impracticable. 

In  1S9T  I  raised  a  pullet  which  began  laying 
in  November.  She  laid  continually  tbrough 
not  stopping  for  a  general  molt,  and  until 
about  Jlay  1st,  1S09,  when  she  stopped  laying, 
pined  away  and  died.  I  set  all  of  her  eggs 
through  March  ami  April,  1899.  Very  few  of 
them  hatched  at  all,  giving  me  a  few  weak 
chicks,  and  I  succeeded  in  raising  only  one 
very  ordinary  pullet.  I  have  known  from 
others  of  similar  experiences  with  hens  of 
known  high  records. 

I  shoulil  judge  that  hens  making  a  record  of 
200  or  more  eggs  in  the  first  year  of  their  lay- 
ing maturity,  if  compelled  to  rest  from  egg 
production  for  si.x  months,  and  coming  to  fhe 
third  year  of  life  in  a  rugged,  lieallhy  con<li- 
tion,  might  be  valuable  as  breeders,  but  this 
method  entails  too  much  labor  and  expense 
for  the  average  poultryman.  (Jood  results 
uiiiy  be  obtained  by  systematic  breeding  from 
the  highest  and  best  specimens.  1  should 
much  prefer  stock  from  such  to  that  from  200- 
egg  hens  as  usually  handled. 

I  am  i)lanning  to  make  this  season's  work 
more  successful  and  satisfactory  by  breeding 
u  less  nund>er  of  chicks,  from  my  choicest 
stock  as  regards  standard  (|nalilies  combined 
with  known  worth  as  producers  of  high  class- 
eggs  and  poultry,  thus  enabling  me  to  give 
them  more  care  an<l  attention. 

I  breed  Marred  IJocks  and  K.  I.  Keds. 


F.  P.  Pulsifer,  Natick,  Hass. 

The  lirst  pen  of  White  AVyandottes  (12 
pullets)  I  ow-ned  averaged  213  eggs  each  in 
one  year.  I  did  not  use  u  trap  nest,  so  cannot 
state  their  individual  recoi-d.  It  is  neeilless  to 
say  that  this  heavy  yield  was  olitained  by 
great  care  and  devotion,  and  the  most  favor- 
able circumstances.  Up  to  this  lime  (l!S92)  I 
had  bred  Barred  V.  Rocks,  liut  the  following 
season  disposed  of  all  of  them,  and  have  since 
raised  White  AVyandottes  only,  from  this 
valuable  pen  and  its  descendants. 

I  have  not  kept  a  pen  record  since,  :iud  I 
doubt  very  much  if  T  have  ever  equaled  this 
record,  and  can  simply  say  that  uiV  egg  yield 
has  been  and  is  highly  satisfactory. 

I  cou>ider  the  largest  Viiriety.  of  feed  pos- 


sible the  best  plan  in  feeding  chicks  — wheat 
and  hulled  oats  boiled  is  very  much  relished 
now  and  then  ;  skimmed  milk  is  very  essential 
for  good  and  quick  growth.  1  have  excellent 
lesults  from. keeping  small  dry  grain,  such  as 
hulled  oats,  cracked  or  whole  wheat,  con- 
stantly before  them. 

In  answering  your  third  question,  will  say 
that  I  am  following  the  lines  I  have  previ- 
ously followed,  wliich  is,  instead  of  selling  my 
best  stock  for  high  prices,  retain  them  as 
breeders,  as  one's  customers  will  get  very  few 
one  hundred  point  chicks  even  from  the  very 
best  breeding  stock,  and  I  consider  the  egg  to 
hatch  part  of  the  business  the  cheapest  and 
best  for  the  buyers,  and  also  the  most  profit- 
able for  the  seller.  In  other  words  I  had 
i-ather  sell  eggs  to  hatch  from  first  class  stock 
at  a  fair  price  than  to  sell  very  fancy  birds  at 
a  large  price. 


C.  S.  Wetmore,  Lockport,  N.  Y. 

I  kept  a  record  of  my  Hock  of  White 
Wyandottes,  and  each  bird  averaged  me  ISO 
eggs  for  the  year.    Other  work  needed  my 


For  hatching  I  use  Prairie- State  incubator 
and  I'eep-o'-L)ay  brooders.  I  give  the  chicks 
Spratts  chicken  food  for  morning.  The  first 
week  I  use  rolled  oats.  After  that  I  use 
Ropes  Bros.'  scratching  grain.  I  have  had 
gooil  luck  using  these  feeds.  By  using  this 
my  pullets  lay  when  four  months  old. 

I  make  it  a  plan  to  save  my  best  binls  for 
myself,  and  in  this  way  improve  my  stock. 


E.  Q.  Oifford,  South  Westport,  Mass. 

I  do  not  know  anything  about  the  200-egg 
hens,  for  this  reason  :  I  know  of  no  way  one 
can  learn  how  many  eggs  a  hen  lays  unless 
he  uses  a  trap  nest,  and  as  I  keep  about  8.i0 
hens,  I  have  no  time  to  bother  with  any  such 
contrivances.  Knowing  how  many  eggs  a 
hen  lays,  and  thinking  that  a  hen  '■'■mxist 
have  laid"  so  many  eggs,  are  two  different 
things.

to  my  hens;  however,  believe  I  could  have 
increased  the  record  much  more  —  that  is. 
brought  it  11])  nearer  to  200  eggs  for  the  year. 
I  might  say  that  green  cut  bone  Was  not  fed 
as  liberally  as  it  might  have  been,  which  \vould 
have  made  quite  a  difTerence.  I  believe  200- 
egg  flocks  are  possible  where  they  have  the 
right  care,  feed  and  quarters. 

In  regard  to  your  second  question,  will  say, 
oat  meal,  bread  and  milk  fnot  too  wet)  alter- 
nately, tire  e.xcellent  to  start  little  chicks  a 
growing,  adding  green  cut  bone  and  "  Sfiratts 
patent"  chick  feed  when  from  three  to  four 
weeks  old. 

Thirdly,  I  am  planning  for  a  successful  year 
by  having  less  breeding  pens,  and  only  breed- 
ing from  the  very  best  birils  which  I  have 
raised  Ibis  year  and  last. 

I  have  also  planned  to  devote  my  time 
entirely  to  my  one  variety  of  ixiiiltry.  dis<-ard- 
ing  everything  else,  and  leaving  nothing 
unturned  to  L'ive  my  flock  Ihe  very  1m  >i  .  are 
and  fn  .1. 


B.  F.  Lunt,  Kennebunk,  Me. 

1  have  watched  with  mucli  interest  the  talk 
aiiout  200-egg  hens,  but  as  I  am  not  situated 
so  I  can  use  trap  nests  I  have  to  estimate 
mine  by  the  flock.  I  have  tried  iilinost  all 
breeds,  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  B.  I'.  Rock  is  best  all  roun<l.  I  keep  100 
of  them  ;  do  not  have  a  chance  to  let  thorn  run 
at  large,  keep  them  in  5  pens,  13x13,  with  run. 
and  have  got  them  so  they  will  average  about 
175  each.  When  I  commenced  thef  would 
not  average  over  125.  I  bought  18  R.  C. 
Rhode  Island  Reds,  to  .see  what  they  are  for 
eggs.  I  will  let  you  know  later  how  I  do 
with  them. 


MASS. 

1900,  an  average  of  a  trifle  over  600  hens  pro- 
duced 72,002  eggs,  exclusive  of  eggs  used  in 
the  family.  The  shortage  in  last  year's  record 
is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  nearly 
half  of  the  hens  were  yearlings. 

Beyond  above  figures  I  have  kept  no  record 
of  eggs,  but  my  opinion  is  that  hens  that  are 
known  to  lay  200  eggs  per  year  are  vei-y 
scarce. 

I  consider  dry  feed  for  young  ehi(;ks  the 
best  all  round  food,  (considering  ease  and 
rajiidity  of  feeding,  and  best  general  results, 
although  I  have  raised  as  good  chicks,  and 
with  as  small  ti  percentage  of  loss,  on  scalded 
feed,  as  I  ever  have  with  dry  feed.  Dry  feed 
can  be  prepared  in  any  quantity  before  the 
chicks  are  hatched,  and  is  always  ready  for 
use,  while  with  wet  feed  only  a  small  quantity 
can  be  prepared  at  one  time.

coutiiieil  to  the  brooder  house,  keeps  them 
always  busy. 

I  ahvay.s  buy  the  best  white  wheat  I  can  get, 
ami  have  it  crackeil  and  sifted  at  a  near  by 
gri.st  mill,  (and  the  corn  ditto),  and  then  I 
know iiifit  what  I  am  paying  for  and  what  my 
cliit'ks  are  getting. 

After  1  begin  to  feed  soft  feed  I  use  meal  and 
mi.Ked  fectl  (shorts  and  niiddMngs  together) 
about  equal  parts  scalded  just  enough  to  wet  it, 
but  not  enough  to  make  the  feed  guminy,  and 
gradually  substitute  the  wet  for  dry  feed  with 
the  e.vceplion  of  dry  feed  the  last  thing  at 
niglit.  As  the  chicks  grow  older  inci-pase  the 
cracked  corn,  and  decretise  the  wheat. 

I  am  planning  this  season  to  raise  more  pure 
l)red  stock,  and  less  mtirU'et  poultry.  The 
demand  hist  spring  for  White  VV'yaiidottes  was 
.surprisiny,  and  it  is  my  intention  tills  season 
to  pay  more  attention  to  this  branch  of  the 
poultry  business,  and  1  have  intide  arrange- 
ments lo  supply  eggs  ami  young  chickens 
direct  from  the  machine. 

In  place  of  having  niy  breeding  birds  coii- 
tined  to  yards  I  have  put  them  out  on  the  col- 
ony plan,  on  an  atljoining  farm,  where  they 
can  have  free  and  unlimited  rani;e.  I  expect 
in  this  way  to  get  eggs  that  will  /irt/c/t,  and 
(•hicks  that  will  (/row. 


James  H.  Corwith,  Water  Mill,  N.  Y. 

I  get  the  best  results  by  giving  young 
chickens  free  range  after  the  dew  is  off  in  the 
morning,  and  feeding  thetn  dry  feed,  rolled 
oats  when  they  are  lirst  hatched,  and  cracked 
corn  and  wheat  when  they  are  aliout  one  week 
old.  For  my  use  I  find  this  the  best 
method,  as  I  raise  chickens  for  breeders,  and 
not  for  market.  I  find  they  need  plenty  of 
shade  to  come  out  with  nice  even  pluuiai;e  in 
the  fall.

A  200-egg  hen  should  till  her  owner  with 
pride,  but  a  flock  of  200-egg  hens  should  be  a 
very  great  pride  of  their  (caretaker.  Not  only 
should  a  hen  to  have  a  200  record  lay  eirgs,  l)Ut 
lay  good  sized,  shaped  and  slielled  eggs. 

I  have  not  l)red  for  that  line  of  hens,  or  kept 
records  long  enough  to  discover '■200-eggers," 
but  I  am  climbing  that  way.  I  now  have  a 
hen,  hatched  .July  10,1899,  that  began  laying 
Jan.  11,  1900,  and  when  set,  .June  11,  had  a 
record  of  129  eggs  laid.  No  record  of  her  kept 
after  that,  but  she  is  laying  now.  This  hen 
(she  is  a  Barred  I*lymouth  Kock)  and  one  or 
two  of  her  daughters  are  mated  to  produt'C 
fancy  pullets,  and  pullets  that  will  establish 
themselves  as  great  layers  of  brown  eggs. 

To  produce  eggs,  hens  should  be  kept  in 
good  condition,  a  thing  that  is  not  so  etisy  to 
do  !is  it  would  seem  to  be,  for  how  often  and 
quickly  tliey  become  fat  and  lazy.  It  takes 
care.  I  am  for  200-egg  hens,  bred  in  line,  and 
more  of  them  with  utility  and  beauty  com- 
bined, and  think  that  in  a  few  years  many 
more  than  there  are  now  will  be  .seen.  The 
best  ones  will  be  ''bred  that  way." 

F.  O.  Wellcome,  Yarmouth,  Me. 

I  have  no  hens  that  have  laid  200 eggs  in  one 
year,  hence  I  have  no  personal  knowledge  of 
200-egg  hens.  Thtit  individual  liens  have 
greatly  e.\ceeded  this  number,  and  that  flocks 
have  averaged  20(1  or  more  eggs  per  year,  as 
frequently  reporteil  during  the  past  few  years, 
I  ilo  not  doubt. 

I  have  kept  individual  retiords  for  over  two 
years  by  means  of  trap  nests,  and  the  informa- 
tion which  they  have  given  me  leads  uie  to 
conclude,  wholly  aside  from  the  e.vperience  of 
others,  that,  in  any  flock  of  considerable  size 
that  has  averaged  140  or  I.jO  eggs  per  hen, 
there  must  be  ti  goodly  nuinlier  of  individuals 
that  have  e.\ceeded  the  200  mark  ;—  unless  the 
flock  had  been  previously  culled  by  means  of 
trap  nests. 

I  have  a  inoii<;rel  hen  that  laid  175  eggs  her 
.second  year,  and  140  eggs  her  thirti  year;  a 
I'.  Hock  yearling  thttt  laid  96  eggs  in  live  con- 
secutive months,  and  a  number  of  Kocks  that 
have  laiil  over  100  eggs  in  si.K  consecutive 
months.  Had  these  hens  lieeu  fed  and  cared 
for  by  a  skilled  poultrynian,  I  am  contident 
that  they  would  have  produced  200  or  more 
eggs  iu  the  year.  Other  duties  prevent  us 
from  giving  our  flocks  the  titteittion  whitth  is 
necessary  to  obtain  high  records. 


That  200-egg  hens  will  become  coiiimon, 
ami  20()-('^'j:  flocks  by  no  means  unusual,  I 
believe;  and  the  trap  nest  will  be  the  agent. 
Breeding  from  the  best  layers  year  after 
year  cannot  fail  to  increase  proiluctiveness  in 
the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past;  but  the  hfii 
that  /(rt.s-  laid  the  greatest  nnmber  of  eggx  in 
the  year  is  not  necessarily  the  best  layer  or 
a  good  breeder. 

The  best  layers  I  consider  to  be  those  hens 
that  have  laid  steadily,  and  produced 
goodly  iiumlier  of  eggs  without  loss  of  vital- 
ity. A  hen  that  lays  1.50  eggs  in  a  year  and 
is  in  vigorous  hetillh  in  the  breeding  season  is, 
logically,  a  better  breeder  tliiin  the  200-cgg 
hen  that  Is  "  ail  played  out"  in  the  spring, 
and  her  ollspring  would  be  better  layers. 

1  have  a  breeder  that  I  think  is  the  true 
'•  egg  type."  This  hen  has  laid  for  eleven 
consecutive  months,  yet  her  entire  yield  for 
the  year  was  but  164  eggs.  .She  laid  well  into 
her  molt,  and  then  ceased  bei:ause  she 
lieciime  too  fat,  as  the  uneven,  ridged  shells 
on  her  last  eggs  iiulicated. 

I  believe  that  the  much  sought  after  "  egg 
type"  is  to  be  found  in  the  hen  that  lays 
every  month  in  the  year;  and  she  is  to  be 
di.siinguished  hy  her  work  in  the  nest,  and 
not  by  her  shape  or  carriage.  "  By  their 
fruits  ve  shall  know  tlicm." 


Mrs.  A.  J  Clark,  Hinsdale,  N.  H. 

I  feed  my  young  chicks  nothing  for  first 
twenty-four  hours;  I  then  give  them  all  they 
want  of  corn  meal  johnnycake  crumbled  fine, 
with  an  occasional  feed  of  rolled  oats,  bread 
crumbs,  or  any  liits  of  meat  chopped  fine;  but 
make  the  johnnycake  the  principal  food  for 
first  week,  or  longer  if  I  have  not  too  large  a 
brood.  At  that  age  I  begin  to  feed  once  or 
twice  a  day  a  crumbly  mash  of  II-O  poultry 
food  in  connection  with  the  johnnycake,  which 
1  gradually  leave  ofl'at  the  age  of  two  or  three 
weeks.  I  then  use  the  plain  H-O  food  mixed 
to  a  crumbly  mash.  They  always  have  fresh 
water  and  grit  before  them,  and  I  always  try 
to  htive  them  exercise  in  the  open  air  all  I  can, 
but  am  careful  that  they  have  a  warm  hover  to 
run  to.  As  the  chicks  get  four  or  five  weeks 
old  I  begin  to  feed  a  little  animtil  meal  iu  their 
mash;  at  this  age  I  begin  to  feed  wheat  and 
cracked  corn  at  night. 

Of  course  I  get  them  on  the  ground  where 
they  can  get  green  food  for  themselves  as  soon 
as  possible.  At  first  I  feed  once  in  two  hours, 
then  gradually  increase  the  time  between 
feeds,  until  at  the  age  of  four  mouths  I 
feed  only  four  times  dally.  By  using  this 
method  I  never  lose  chicks  after  two  or  three 
days  old,  unless  by  accident.  My  chicks  like 
II-O  better  than  anything  else  I  can  give  them, 
ami  I  call  this  the  easiest,  safest  and  most 
economii'al  method  because  my  chicks  all  live, 
thrive  and  grow  like  weetls.

Will  say  in  answer  to  question  No.  1: — 
200-('gg  hens  are  possible ;  200-egg  flocks  are 
possible,  "(/■"  the  flocks  are  limited  to  say  not 
mere  than  l.j  to  "20.  But  hens  or  pullets  forced 
to  so  high  a  production  of  eggs  will  not  pro- 
duce the  strongest  and  most  vigorous  prog- 
eny. In  our  opinion,  the  early  hatched 
pullet,  which  will  lay  12  dozen  of  eggs  from 
November  first  to  .June  first,  and  the  "car- 
cass" then  .sold  for  the  table,  is  much  more 
Iirofitalile  for  the  mtirket  poultryman  than  if 
forced  for  a  year  for  200  eggs. 

Question  No.  2:-- Our  method  of  feeding 
chicks,  which  has  proved  very  successful,!.:: 
stale  bread  moistened  with  milk,  and  millet 
seed,  till  four  or  five  days  old,  then  soaked 
stale  brcail  in  the  morning,  and  millet,  cracked 
wheat  and  cracked  oats  for  noon  and  niglit 
feed  till  they  can  eat  the  wheat  and  hulled 
oats  whole.  After  they  are  ten  days  old  we 
feed  cut  green  bone  once  a  day,  a  small  feed 
by  itself.  Stale  bread  moistened  and  thick- 
ened with  wheat  bran  is  a  grand  feed,  after 
the  chicks  :ire  four  to  six  weeks  old.  In  our 
o|>iiiion  many  chicks  are  hurt  by  feediiiic  too 
often.  We  feed  four  times  per  day  only  for 
two  or  three  days,  then  only  three  times  per 
day,  ami  after  they  are  two-thirds  grown  we 
feed  only  twice  per  day.

The  time  was  when  a  breeder  sold  three  cock- 
erels to  onepullet,but  these  times  arechanged. 
People  now  buy  iu  trios,  pairs  and  breeding; 
pens,  and  they  show  their  better  judgment  in 
so  doing,  at  least  from  a  '•  fancier's  "  point  of 
view,  as  violent  "ci-osses"  of  different  strains 
ai'e  apt  to  be  disappointing.

Jly  knowledge  of  SOU-citlt  Ik-ms  or  lloi'Us  is 
very  limited.  I  had  one  inn  i.l  \\  hiie  1*. 
Rocks,  (IS  in  number),  wliirh  l;ti>l  :'>m;  i',l;i;s  in 
the  month  of  April  ;  two  went  broody  before 
the  month  was  gone.  I  thought  that  was 
pretty  good. 

I  feed  as  follows: — crushed  corn,  oats  and 
wheat,  grain  morning  and  noon,  scattered  iu 
litter,  and  they  must  scratch  for  it.  Mash  one 
liour  before  going  to  roost.  Grit  before  them 
all  the  time;  green  Ijone,  raw  meat,  and  scraps 
once  a  week.  Each  pen  has  run  of  the  farm 
(150  acres),  every  alternate  day.  My  pens  are 
50  x100  ft.-  I  do  not  mate  more  than  twenty 
birds  in  each  pen  ;  this  gives  them  plenty  of 
room  for  exercise.  I  intend  to  double  the 
space  in  each  pen  this  spring,  with  partition 
between  so  I  can  break  up  one  side  and  sow 
grain  or  grass  and  keep  birds  otl"  while  it  is 
getting  a  start.  Tlentyof  run  for  your  fowls 
is  the  best  medicine  you  can  give  them.  I  did 
not  have  a  single  case  of  roup  last  year.  In 
each  yard  I  spade  up  a  space  10  ft.  scjuareonce 
a  week.  You  have  no  idea  how  much  good  it 
does  chickens  to  get  in  fresh  turned  earth; 
they  get  worms,  insects  gravel,  etc.  It  is  cool- 
ing in  summer,  and  they  soon  have  it  in  shape 
to  take  dust  baths  in  winter.  All  my  scratch- 
ing sheds  have  their  dust  box,  4x4  ft.,  in  one 
corner. 

My  hen  houses  are  10  x  15  ft.,  4  ft.  hi-h  in 
back,  G  ft.  in  front,  1  window  ;  are  set  4  ft.  oil' 
the  ground,  bottom  closed  on  the  north,  east, 
and  west  sides — the  south  side  being  open 
makes  a  good  scratching  and  feeding  shed  in 
the  winter.  The  inside  of  each  house  i-.;  white- 
washed fourtimcs  a  year;  all  nests  and  jierches 
are  torn  out  and  whitewashed  ;  every  crack 
and  crevice  is  filled  with  whitewash,  mixed  as 
follows :— I  use  boiling  water  and  bundle  of 
tol)acco,  or  tobacco  stems  is  slaked  with  the 
lime;  after  it  cools  enough  to  use,  add  one-half 
pint  coal  oil  in  each  bucket ;  as  you  use  it  keep 
it  stirred.  Tobacco  is  the  best  thing  I  ever 
used  for  lice  and  nits.  I  ahviiys  put  two  or 
three  leaves  in  each  nest  when  I  set  a  hen,  and 
1  have  never  had  a  hen  leave  the  nest  on 
account  of  lice. 

The  only  improvement  I  intend  making  out- 
side of  enlarging  the  runs,  and  probably  build- 
ing a  few  more  this  spring,  is  to  give  each  hen 
with  her  brood  a  separate  hovel.  Heretofore 
I  have  been  housing  four  or  live  hens  together. 
Kach  hen  will  be  lied  to  her  hovel  until  she 
gets  used  to  it.  After  the  chicks  get  large 
enough  to  leave  the  hen,  I  will  lake  her  away 
and  the  chicks  can  use  the  hovel  until  large 
ei'ough  to  go  to  roost.  I  think  this  a  very 
good  idea,  as  I  have  bad  convidorable  trouble 
with  lighting  hens  an<l  mixed  chicks. 

A  House  Plan. 

Editor  Fau.m-Poultky  :— I  wi>li  to  sulnnit 
fur  your  criticism  the  enclosed  bketcli  of  a 
imultry  house.  The  iilea  is  to  have  a  gooil 
warm  house,  and  a  leau-to  or  scratch  .-hed 
where  the  birds  can  have  i)lenty  of  sunshine 
during  the  day  without  going  outdoors. 

The  main  buildii\g  to  be  30  x  9  ft.,  with  a 
walk  30  iu.  wide  on  the  noilh  side,  and 
divided  into  four  pens,  each  (i/J  x  S,  leaving  a 
space  4  x  64  ft.  in  the  middle  or  at  one  end  in 
which  to  keep  feed,  etc.  This  building  to  be 
boarded  all  overexcept  where  the  windows  are. 
The  scratch  shed  to  be  .36  x  G  ft.,  3^  ft.  high  at 
the  house,  running  down  to  2  ft.  at  the  outer 
side.  This  shed  to  be  divided  into  four  pens 
9  X  6  ft.  The  entire  shed  can  be  covered  with 
glass,  or  only  part— whichever  is  thought  best. 

I  was  intending  to  put  a  two  light  window 
1 12  X  12  glass)  over  scratch  shed  in  front  of 
each  pen,  or  else  a  good  sized  window  in  the 
>hed,or  perhaps  both,  and  one  window  in  each 
end  of  the  house,  and  two  or  three  iu  north 
side  for  ventilation  during  warm  weather. 
The  scratch  Bhed  may  be  constructed  so  as  to 
open  «p  iu  BMtt>wer,-jB«Uing  »  goQi|  eljelter

from  sun  and  rain,  of  course  covering  the 
glass;  The  floor  of  the  house  to  be  of  cement ; 
that  of  the  shed  of  dust.  Kindly  point  out  any 
.wrong  ideas  which  the  plau  may  have.

'I'lip  roof  .^loping  to  the  south  is 
olije.  liniKililf  ill  :i  lioii-i-  ;i>  low  :iv  this  Ijecause 
it  he;its  up  too  much  in  the  middle  of  the  day. 
The  scratching  shed  plan  is  objectionable 
because  it  exiiugerates  the  same  ditticulty,  and 
because  a  man  can  only  get  into  the  sheds  on 
his  hands  and  knees.  The  walk  at  the  back 
most  i)oultrymen  would  consider  unnecessary 
in  so  small  a  hou>c  :  and  unless  the  pens  are  to 
be  ii>pd  for  .-mall  luccdin^  jiciis,  it  would  be 
much  better  to  have  only  two  or  three  pens  in 
the  house.  The  cement  floor  is  not  needed.  If 
Mr.  B.  will  look  up  the  articles  giving  and  <.lis- 
cusslng  plans  of  poultry  houses  iu  the  issues  of 
the  paper  for  May  15,  June  15,  and  July  15,  he 
will  be  better  able  to  appreciate  the  defects  of 
his  idau. 


A  Common  Puzzle. 

Editor  Fai{.m-1'oulti!Y  : — Here  is  some- 
thing that  looks  very  funny  to  me.  I  have 
attended  the  last,  two  poultry  shows  here  in 
Philadelphia,  the  first  in  Thanksgiving  week, 
1899,  the  second  this  last  December.  I  don't 
pretenil  to  know  all  about  the  poultry  busi- 
nes-;,  ljut  I  do  understand  what  a  pure  color 
ought  to  be,  when  it  comes  to  red,  while, 
black  or  buff. 

iSow,Mr.  Editor,  I  want  to  impress  this  on 
your  mind;  that  I  have  no  show  birds,  nor 
have  any  friends  that  have,  nor  am  I  a  critic. 

In  those  two  shows  I  noticed  something  1 
think  was  dead  wrong.  In  the  1S99  show  I 
saw  birds  fairly  good  in  shape  and  form  and 
with  i)ure  feathers  (no  doubt  they  had  faults, 
outside  of  pure  colored  feathers)  which  did 
not  get  a  smell.  In  my  opiinon  they  ought  to 
have  been  ''commended,''  at  least.  These 
birds  were  bull'  in  color.  They  did  not  have 
the  least  bit  of  a  splash  on  them.  T.ds  was  in 
the  1S99  show. 

In  the  lastshow,December,1900. 1  saw  birds 
of  the  same  breed. burt  in  color,  butowncd  by 
a  different  party.  These  had  almost  black 
tails  and  very  much  spla.Nhed  flight  feathers  in 
the  wings,  but  look  high  honors.  That  is 
what  I  can't  understand. 

Does  the  association  make  a  standard  every 
year  to  suit  its  members,  or  uol-'  1  wish  you 
would  enlighten  me  on  the  sul-jecl. 

Xow  if  the  Standard  requiies  a  bird  to  have 
true  feathers,  and  the  birds  have  which  were 
disqualified  in  one  .show,  how  is  it  that  another 
biril  with  disfi-ureil  and  discolored  feathers 
can  take  liiirh  honors  in  another  >how?  If  a 
bird  is  perfect  in  everything  but  feathers,  are 
the  feathers  overlooked ?H»  what  I  want  to 
know.

To  begin  by  answering  the  two 
direct  questions  in  the  above  com- 
munication. —  There  were  no 
changes  in  the  .Standard  in  the  in- 
terval between  the  two  shows 
which  would  account  for  a  differ- 
ence in  judging.  Color  is  always 
con.sidered  in  judging,  and  gen- 
erally is  given  more  cousideratiou 
than  shape,  though  it  is  not  in- 
tended that  such  should  be  the 
case.  Fanciers  generally  agree  in 
'■  theory  "  that  sliape  is  of  first 
importance,  but  in  "practice" 
shape  is  usually  secondary.  My 
opinion  (which  may  or  may  not  be 
right),  is  that  most  breeders — and 
most>i)eople  —  appreciate  color 
points  more  readily  than  they  do 
points  of  form,  unless  the  latter 
are  very  pronounced. 

Mr.  S.'s  letter  suggests  one  dis- 
advantage to  the  novice  who  is 
able  to  visit  a  large  show,  but 
might  not  find  it  convenient  to 
visit  a  small  one, — a  disadvantage 
also  which  confronts  the  man  at  a 
small  show  where  the  public  is 
not  permitted  to  watch  the  judg- 
ing.   It  is   generally  taken  for 
granted  that  the  exhibitors  at  the 
big  shows  are  largely  fanciers  who  have  had 
experience  in  smaller  shows  first,  even  when 
they  are  new  comers  in  the  large  one,  and  I 
suppose  that  broadly  speaking  this  is  correct. 

But  it  seems  to  me  that,  if  anything,  there 
must  be  a  larger  proportion  of  visitors  at  the 
large  show  who  would  like  to  have  opportu- 
nity to  see  such  practical  iliu>trations  of  the 
application  of  the  Standard  as  are  given  in 
many  small  shows  when  the  judge  works  with 
a  crowd  around  him  commenting  on  the  speci- 
men as  he  calls  the  cut  on  each  section  to  his 
clerk.  The  suggestiou  to  show  managers  on 
the  editorial  page  of  the  Jan.  1  paper,  was 
made  with  the  idea  of  giving  \i>itors  at  the 
large  shows  an  oppoi'tunity  lo  sec  .-onie  expert 
deuioiistratlons  of  the  excellencies  and  differ- 
ences of  tine  fowls,  without  the  work  of  judg- 
ing being  in  any  way  interfered  with.  I  am 
hopeful  that  some  of  the  big  shows  may  be 
induced  to  do  something  of  this  kind. 

As  to  the  reasons  why  good  biift"  birds  did 
not  win  in  one  show,  and  poor  buff  birds  won 
highest  honors,  I  would  not  dare  attempt  to 
give  them,  for  it  would  be  oidy  making  a 
series  of  guesses  which  might  or  might  not 
apply.  If  the  correspondent  had  named 
classes  and  birds,  perhaps  some  buff  fancier 
who  carefully  examined  them,  or  maybe  the 
juilges  who  handled  the  classes  would  give 
him  some  information.  His  estimate  of  the 
colors  of  the  Idrds  may  not  be  in  accord  with 
that  of  most  buff  breeders,  or  not  being  a 
breeder  of  e.xhibition  stock  he  may  have 
made  no  account  of  points  which  an  e.xpert 
could  not  overlook.  Perhaps  if  he  remembers 
the  birds,  the  comments  on  them  iu  the  report 
of  the  Philadelphia  show  in  the  January  1 
number  will  tell  him  what  particular  excel- 
lence in  a  bird  dark  iu  tail  and  splashed  in 
winirs  enabled   it  to  win   hiLrh  hom.r-.

Without  reference  to  either  the  birds  at 
Philadelphia  or  the  iJeas  of  this  corre^pon^l- 
eut,  I  can  illustrate  one  point  which  may 
suggest  something  to  him. 

There  are  liutt" birds  which  many  [leople  call 
solid  buff  which  instead  of  being  a  uniform 
buff  throu;;liout  are  of  several  shades,  some- 
times quite  different  shades  in  different  sec- 
tions,—they  are  buff,  but  not  the  same  l)uff  all 
over.  Such  birds  every  breeder  knows  are 
distinctly  inferior  as  breeders  to  those  which 
are  quite  uniform  throughout,  except  in 
flights  and  stiff  tail  feathers;  and  most  fanciers 
think  them  anything  but  beautiful. 

If  he  will  carefully  note  such  buff  fowls  as 
lie  sees,  with  this  illustration  in  mind,  he  will, 
if  he  has  failed  to  appreciate  true  uniformity 
of  color,  soon  see  very  great  differences  in  buff 
birds  where  perhaps  he  did  not  see  them 
before. 

Inasmuch  as  the  bluffs  at  I'liiladelphia  in 
December  were  quite  phenomenal  in  the 
American  classes,  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to 
suppose  this  is  a  case  where  there  would  be  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  breeders.  It  is 
hardly  probable  that  anything  not  noticed 
there  last  jear  surpassed  birds  that  W'ere  in 
the  monev  this  season.

EDITORIAL. 

Fattening  Methods  for  Amertcan 
Poultry  Growers. 

We  urgently  atlvi.se  every  retuler  of  tliis 
paper  who  grows  poultry  for  iivirket  to  give 
the  article  front  Lewis  Wrlghf  s  "  Hook  of 
Poultry,"  an  installment  of  which  is  given  in 
this  issue,  a  careful  reading,  ami  furlher  to 
make  as  thorough  an  investigation  :is  he  can  of 
the  subject  of  fattening  at  once. 

We  have  no  wish  to  start  a  boom  in 
fattening  methods  or  the  sale  of  fattening 
appliances,  but  we  believe  that  the  condition 
of  the  poultry  crop  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  past  season  ought  to  set  poultry  keepers 
thinking  and  searching  for  a  means  of  saving 
themselves  from  loss,  should  similar  conditions 
occur  again. 

Under  normal  good  growing  conditions,  we 
doubt  very  much  whether  special  fattening 
methods  would  bo  of  much  value  here.  Last 
year,  however,  was  not  a  normal  year.  Some 
persons  who  experimented  somewhat  with 
cramming  machines  last  summer  and  fall,  aver 
that  by  the  use  of  these,  a  great  improvement 
might  have  been  made  in  most  of  the  poultry 
marketed, — that  such  improvement  was  made 
iu  their  experiments. 

It  is  asserted  that  with  cramming  mtii^hines 
fowls  might  have  been  well  fatted,  which  the 
owners  found  it  impossible  to  fallen  during 
the  hot  dry  weather,  by  ordinary  method.s.  It 
is  further  asserteil  that  with  the  assistance  of  a 
cramming  machine  fowls  debilitated  by  colds 
and  showing  strong  roupy  tendencies,  may  be 
built  u))  and  restored  to  hetilth  while  being 
fatted. 

These  things,  if  true,  are  important.  The 
parties  engaged  in  the  experiments  invite  a 
representative  of  this  paper  lo  watch  their 
experiments.  Some  of  the  best  market  poul- 
try growers  iu  this  vicinity  are  looking  into  it. 
Such  being  the  case,  we  propose  to  get  all  the 
facts  for  our  readers,  and  in  the  meantime  give 
them  the  very  complete  description  of  pre- 
vailing methods  abroad,  which  Mr.  Biowu, 
one  of  the  very  best  authorities  on  the  .subject  in 
Europe,  has  written  for  the  "Book  of  Poul- 
try." 


A  Fad  That  May  be  Profitable. 

It  is  reported  that  not  long  ago  a  very 
wealthy  man  who  had  liegun  life  in  a  humble 
position  remarked  that  if  he  were  beginning 
life  now  he  would  tind  it  much  more  ditlictili 
to  accumulate  the  stivings  which  gave  him  his 
start  financially  than  it  was  when  he  was  a 
young  man,  for  the  reason  thtit  now  it  was 
almost  impossible  for  a  young  man  to  be  social 
with  those  of  his  own  age,  without  lieing 
drawn  into  ways  of  amusing  himself  which 
were  expensive,  and  generally  prevented  sav- 
ing money.  There  may  be  some  truth  in  this, 
but  the  popularity  of  interest  in  poultry  shows 
clearly  enough  thtit  a  very  large  proportion  of 
people  (many  of  whom  are  young  men  ami 
women)  are  interested  in  :i  form  of  timusement 
which  those  who  are  so  disposed  fieciuenlly 
make  profitable  rather  than  expensive. 

Il  is  a  generally  recognized  fact  that  when  it 
comes  to  making  a  profit  on  poultry  the  small 
poultry  keeper,  whether  for  fancy  or  just  for 
poultry  and  eggs,  is  much  more  ftivorably  silti- 
ated  than  the  one  who  goes  into  it  on  a  liii>i- 
iiess  scale.  Thousands  who  probtibly  would 
not  be  able  to  make  a  living  from  poultry  are 
very  successful,  ttiking  i>oullry  up  as  a  recrea- 
tion, in  making  the  receipts  from  their  fou  ls 
add  a  neat  little  sum  to  their  annual  ineoine 
from  other  sources,  while  at  the  same  lime 
providing  themselves  with  a  pleasant  occupa- 
tion for  their  leisure  hours. 

Unquestionably  there  are  tliousands  of  others 
who  do  not  make  their  interest  in  [loiiltry 
profital)Ie.  Some  do  not  care  lo  do  so;  some 
as  is  to  be  expected,  try  to  do  so  and  fail,  i>iit 
the  fact  remains  that  jjoullry  keeping  lor 
pleasure  is  one  of  the  few  things  which  ueeil 
not  be  expensive,  and  may  be  a  source  of 
profit. 

What   the  Little   Profits  From 
Poultry  May  Mean. 

A  writer  in  an  English  poultry  jiaper  lolls  of 
a  cottager  of  his  acquaiiitaiiee  who  cleat  s  £12 
($58.32)  per  annum  b\'  keeiiitig  a  lew  fow  ls, — 
from  thirty  to  thirty-five  hens  fro;n  u  liieli  he 
sells  eggs.  The  importance  of  this  sum  to  the 
cottager  is  empha.sized  by  the  sttiti  inont  tlitit 
his  average  weekly  wage  is  only  si.\teen  shil- 
lings, less  than  four  dollars  in  American  inniiey . 
His  little  flock  of  hens  earns  for  liiiii  iipire  than 
one-fourth  as  much  tis  he  himself  fai  iis  at  his 
reguhir  lal)or  in  the  year. 

In  this  country  a  lal)orcr's  avertige  wai;es  tire 
higher,  but  not  so  high  that  the  addition  of 
nearly  tive  dollars  etich  month  in  tlie  year 
would  not  make  possilile  nitmy  comfoi  ls  which 
otherwise  his  fimiily  wouM  li;ive  to  deny 
themselves.  In  li  uiii  i  lieie  ate  cninpsiratively 
few  families  where  an  extrti  §G0  in  a  year 
would  not  be  appreciated.  Some  figures  pub- 
lished liy  the  Mtiine  rtiilroad  commissioners 
show  the  average  earnings  of  persons  employed 
upon  the  steam  and  street  railroads  of  that 
state  to  be  but  a  trifle  over  $oOO  per  year. 

We  have  repeatedly  given  in  this  paper 
instances  of  good  and  very  good  i))'ofits  from 
sintill  flocks.  Thus  iu  the  summary  of  the 
yetir's  work  of  the  Experiinent  Club,  ;i  com- 
bination of  the  reports  of  one  member  will 
show  that  he  actually  netted  §10!)  01  on  40  hens 
in  eleven  months.  Another  nniii  cleared  818.7.") 
on  19  hens  in  the  year;  and  in  the  December 
1st  pa(ier  menliou  was  niaile  of  a  flock  of  IT 
which  netted  its  owner  S(!.27  during  the  inontli 
of  October,  and  of  anotlier  flock  of  40  from 
wbi<th  the  owner  realizeil  the  tidy  balance  of 
S9.3.5  on  receipts  of  eggs  for  the  month.  All 
these  people,  we  think,  keep  hens  only  as  a 
small  side  issue.  AVe  know  nothing  of  their 
occupations  or  of  the  timount  of  compenstition 
for  regular  work,  but  they  certainly  appreeitile 
tha  tiddilions  to  their  income  which  they  liud  it 
pos.sible  to  make  by  keeping  a  few  fowls. 

Very  Peculiar  Feeding 

A  subscriber  .sends  a  paL;e  from  ;i  Ikuic  ciii- 
ter  catalogue  containing  directions  how  lo 
feed  for  eggs,  and  asks  wlnit  I  think  of  it. 

It  does  not  seem  worth  while  lo  reprint  these 
instructions.  They  are  anuouiu'eil  as  prepared 
by  one  who  had  been  nearly  fifty  years  iu  the 
business.  The  bone  cutter  people  would  not 
be  expected  to  see  the  weak  points  in  them. 
The  m:iu  who  furnished  the  directions  may 
not  have  said  just  what  he  intended  to  say. 
Some  of  his  instructions  are  all  right;  some  of 
the  others  may  have  suited  his  conditions; 
some  appear  to  be  imperfectly  stated  ;  but  hi= 


rules  are  not  adapted  to  ordinary  conditions. 

He  says,  '•  Xever  feed  three  times  :i  day." 
This  i.s  ailvice  which  mosi  poultry  keepers 
ought  not  lo  follow. 

'•  .'vt  lioon  give  one  gill  of  millet  seeil  : — " 
This  without  regard  to  the  number  of  fowls. 

•'  For  si.Meen  hens,  in  the  morning  one 
pound  of  cut  bone  Willi  no  oilier  fooil,  and  a 

<H  lily  of  corn  or  whetit  at  night  for  ihc  first 

diiy,  say  .Alondtiy.  The  next  iltiy  give  one 
pound  of  cut  clover,  scalded,  in  the  morning, 
adding  a  gill  of  linseed  meal  and  a  gill  of  bran  ; 
at  night  give  half  a  pound  of  cut  bone  tind  a 
pint  of  wheat  or  corn.  •  *  The  I  bird  ilay 
give  half  a  pound  of  cut  bone  timl  ;i  |iint  of 
millet  seed,  scattered, in  the  morning;  at  night 
a  mess  of  cut  carrols,  turnips,  or  beds,  htilf  a 
peck,  spr.'iikled  with  tnilf  a  pint  of  brtiii.  The 
foiirlli  day  return  lo  3Iond:iy's  ration."' 

I  i-oii!J  only  be  convinced  that  this  is  not 
absiinl  by  lieing  shown  a  flock  that  wtis  laying 
well  on  such  treatment  when  fed  strictly  in 
acconhincc  with  those  iiistriiclions.  I  have 
seen  iiiatiy  reports  of  results  from  feeiling  very 
siiniltir  lo  this,  mostly  in  letters  of  persons  who 
want  to  know  why  their  hens  do  not  lay. 

'•  Weigh  one  or  two  selected  hens  every 
week.  If  Ihey  are  increasing  in  weight  reduce 
the  grain." 

'•'Cut  clover  and  cut  roots  will  alw;iys  be 
found  excellent  sulislitiites  for  gmiii :  and 
bone,  clover,  .■ind  roots  an;  the  cheapest  and 
best  food  Ihtit  can  be  iiseil." 

It  is  htifilly  necessary  to  comment  on  such 
statements,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  ihtit  they 
should  be  used  in  advertising  one  of  t lie  best 
ainl  most  useful  mticliiiies  made  for  poultry- 
men.  It  is  not  only  that  following  such 
instructions  the  poultry  keejier  finds  hiin.self 
in  trouble,  but  it  reticts  on  the  source  from 
which  the  information  came.  Advertisers 
caiiiiot  be  too  careful  to  iiitike  inform.ilion 
designed  to  be  useful  strictly  accurate  and 
reliable. 

A  Large  Order. 

Editor  of  F.  KM-rtJLL'li:  V  :  —Being  a  reader 
of  your  highly  valued  p.-iper  ;iiul  a  close  stu- 
dent in  poultry  worii,  won  hi  like  to  ask  you 
a  few  questions.

P.  S.  Al>o  Ihe  aiipititit  of  egg>  imported  or 
exported. 

We  don't  know  how  completely  it  might  be 
possible  for  its  to  answt  r  Ihe  first  question  if 
we  were  to  umlerlake  an  investigaliou  for  that 
purpose,  nor  have  we  any  i^lea  how  Kmg  it 
would  take  lo  get  togellier  as  much  :is  is  in 
existence  of  data  betiring  on  1  he  siibjeel.  AVe 
Inive  a  vague  idea,  thoiuli,  that  lo  fill  Ihe 
order  woulil  require  several  months,  at  lea>l, 
of  diligent  inquiry  ami  a  consiilcrablc  expend- 
iture of  cash.  The  proper  place  to  tipply  for 
informtilion  of  this  kind  is  lo  tlic  Agricultural 
Deptirlment  at  AVashington,  which  nii:;lit  be 
able  to  get  more  iii'ormation  of  this  kind  at 
less  expense  Ihtin  a  jirivatc  individual,  if  Ihose 
in  charge  could  be  |)ersuailed  lh.it  I  iicrc  was 
any  object  in  doing  so.  How  ihat  woulif  be, 
no  one  could  even  guess.  The  ways  of  the 
official  mind  are  niost  mysterious.  Some 
things  whicli  seem  iiuporliint  lo  olhers  seem 
unimportant  to  it,  and  vice  vcrsti. 

Fai;m-P()L'I.ti!Y,  from  lime  to  lime,  gives 
eiirient  faeis  of  this  kind,  but  wc  have  never 
been  aide  lo  see  that  any  useful  purpose 
wouhl  be  served  by  a  compleie  collection  of 
such  facts,  and  as  a  mere  curiosity  it  would 
not  be  worth  the  cost. 

As  lo  hirgc  fiirms  devoteil  lo  pigeons,  we 
know  of  iioiir.  A\'e  jiresume  there  arc  places 
where  large  numbers  of  pigeons  are  kept,  but 
not  being  ])arlicularly  interested,  h.-ivc  given 
110  alteiition  lo  Ihe  matter,  'i'he  editor  of  the 
J'ii/e'iii  XrHCa,  Boston,  or  of  J'i'jeon  I'hjiiif/, 
riiiladelphia,  might  be  able  to  answer  ihtit 
questiou.

No  doubt  the  "gtime"  qualities  of  a  goodly  pro- 
porlion  of  the  so-called  Pit  Games  ;ire  purely 
imagintiry,  or  else  undevelopeil ;  and  it  is 
only  when  this  i.^  the  case  tlnit  ihe  praciica! 
qtitilitics  of  Game  fowlsof  this  type  outweigh 
in  ;iny  degres  the  objections  lo  keeping  thein 
for  economical  purposes,  for  which  some  of 
their  admirers  insist  they  are  parlicularly  valu- 
tible.

AVill  the  American  Poultry  Association  r\se 
to  its  opliortiinily  al  Chicago;  or  arc  wi;  to 
have  :inollier  exliibiiioii  of  organized  inefli- 
cieiiey?  As  retiders  of  this  paper  know,  we 
believe  firmly  that  the  associti! ioii  cannot  he 
what  :i  iiatioiitil  association  shouM  be  while 
continued  on  its  pri'sent  basis.  Wc  have  from 
lime  to  time  su^'gested  ideas  .as  to  how  a  use- 
ful reorganization  couhl  be  ellVcted.  Like 
the  contributor  who  discusses  the  subject  cL^c- 
wherc  in  this  paper,  wc  claim  ii  i  oriiiintdity 
for  these.

The  dairymen  liiul  such  associations  useful, 
so  do  the  cheesemakers,  the  buttermakers, 
the  horticulturists,  and  many  others.  They 
meet  and  confer  and  discuss  matters  altVcting 
their  interests,  and  legislate  in  :i  practical  way. 
They  go  home  from  their  meetings  having 
accomplished  something  direct,  and  also 
broadeneil  and  imi)roved  by  contact  with 
others  working  along  the  same  lines.  The 
poultry  fanciers  accomplish  partially  some  of 
the  same  results  through  their  meetings  at 
shows  and  in  their  clubs,  but  the  plain  practi- 
cal poultrymen  do  not  appear  to  be  at  all  gre- 
garious. In  truth  it  seems  that  the  general 
farmers,  who  are  not  supposed  to  he  particru- 
larly  interested  in  poultry,  get  together  to 
talk  about  ways  and  means  of  improving 
poultry  and  methods  of  making  money  with 
poultry  very  much  more  readily  than  the 
specialists  do.

It  this  is  because  the  specialists  feel  that 
they  know  about  all  there  is  to  know  or  can 
lind  it  out  better  without  assistance,  they  are 
in  a  bad  way  indeed.  Hut  we  don't  think 
that  that  is  the  trouble.  It  is  merely  a  matter 
of  inertia  to  be  overcome  by  some  one  with 
energy  enough  to  make  the  necessary  etlort  to 
line  them  ui)  in  an  organization  for  the 
advancement  of  their  mutual  interests.  There 
is  a  grand  chance  for  some  man  who  has  his 
business  so  well  established  and  managed  that 
it  would  not  sutler  materially  were  he  to 
devote  a  little  time  to  the  work  of  interesting 
others  in  organizations  to  do  efJective  mission- 
ary work.

It  wants  one  of  themselves  to  interest  the 
market  poultry  growers,  either  in  a  special 
organization  or  to  an  affiliation  with  a  general 
organization,  whichever  circumstances  shall 
determine.  A  man  who  is  not  in  the  business, 
a  fancier  or  a  novice  imbued  with  ideas  of  the 
good  o£  organization  would,  we  think',  appeal 
to  then»  in  vain.

New  Zealand  Fowls.  (G.  A.  P,)— t  can- 
not give  you  any  inforination  with  regard  to 
a  breed  of  fowls  natives  of  the  island  of  New 
Zealand. 

Animal  >IeaI.  (W.  G.) — Animal  meal  is 
a  preparation  of  meat  cooked  dry  and  ground 
to  the  fineness  of  meal.  It  frequently  con- 
tains a  large  proportion  of  blood  and  bone. 

Frost  Bite.  (N.  W.  T.)  —  To  take  the 
inflaniination  out  of  a  frosted  comb  and 
wattles,  apply  the  following  mixture  two  or 
three  times  a  day: —  5  tablespoons  vaseline,  2 
tablespoons  glycerine,  1  teaspoon  spirits  tur- 
pentine. 

Open  Front  Scratching  Shed  Plan. 

(H.  M.  H.) —  The  issue  of  this  paper  for  .July 
15,  1900,  contains  plan  and  description  of  Mr. 
A.  F.  Hunter's  open  front  scratching  shed 
house.

Pip  and  Bronchitis.  (H.  A.  H.)— Your 
hens  had  bronchitis  —  for  description  and 
treatment  of  which,  see  our  N"ov.  1.5,  1900, 
issue.  The  pip  or  scale  on  the  tongue  is  not 
itself  a  disease,  but  is  caused  by  the  fowls 
breathing  through  the  mouth.  The  removal 
of  it  would  not,  therefore,  at  all  affect  the 
disease.  Treatment  must  go  to  the  real  cause 
of  trouble. 

Kaisins  Turkeys  in  3Iass.     (S.  C.  J.)  — 

Whether  it  would  pay  you  to  raise  turkeys  in 
your  locality,  would  depend  on  conditions,  and 
of  course  on  your  facilities  and  location. 
Massachusetts  farmers  and  poultrymen  do 
not  as  a  rule  pay  much  attention  to  them,  and 
comparatively  few  are  grown  in  the  state. 
For  information  about  turkeys  see  Mr.  Wolffs 
articles  on  turkeys,  which  have  appeared  in 
the  past  year,  and  watch  for  future  articles  on 
the  subject. 

Heat  in  Brooder  in  April.  (H.  A.  H.) 
—  Chicks  need  as  much  heat  in  spring  or 
summer  as  in  winter,  but  when  the  whole 
atmosphere  is  warm,  it  requires  less  heat 
from  lamp  or  heater  to  warm  the  brooder 
than  when  the  general  temperature  is  low. 
Ill  e.vtremely  hot  weather  the  outside  temper- 
ature sometimes  goes  so  high  that  the  chick 
suffers  from  the  heat.  At  any  season  of  the 
year  have  the  brooder  at  90  to  95°  to  start, 
and  redu(«  gradually  as  the  chicks  grow. 
For  methods  of  feeding,  see  syraposinm  in 
next  paper. 

Internal  Rupture  or  Injury.  (W.  I).  I).) 
— T'liis  is  the  case  of  a  Brown  Leghorn  cock 
which  "  first  appeared  dumpish,  standing  for 
hours  in  one  spot,  tail  drooped,  head  drawn 
down  between  the  shoulders,  and  comb 
blackened."'  He  was  given  several  pills  of  l.ird, 
cayenne  pepper,  and  mustard,  but  grew 
worse.  It  would  stand  with  head  hanging 
down  to  the  ground,  then  throw  the  head  as 
far  back  as  possible,  and  reel  about.  Fre- 
quently would  rouse  as  from  a  stupor  and 
throw  itself  violently  around  like  a  fowl 
that  had  been  decapitated."'  It  died  after  hav- 
ing been  sick  four  days.  Some  of  the  symp- 
toms given  might  indicate  either  inflammation 
of  the  stomach  or  worms  a.s  the  cause  of  the 
troul)le,  but  some  of  the  usual  symptoms  in 
both  of  these  cases  are  wanting.  AVitli  inflam- 
mation of  the  stomach  there  is  generally  great 
thirst,  and  this  bird  refused  to  drink.  With 
worms  there  is  generally  diarrhoea,  and  this 
•drd  had  none.  A  post  mortem  might  have 
thrown  some  light  on  the  question.    On  what

Is  ktiowii  of  tbe  condition  of  the  bird,  I 
should  say  th;it  he  suifered  either  from  an 
injury  wliich  affected  spine  and  braiu,  or 
from  an  internal  rupture. 

Ground  Bono  in  Mash.  (G.  G.  J.)— 
My  objection  to  feeding  ground  bone  in  the 
mash  is, — that  the  fowls  seem  to  prefer  it  by 
itself,  that  when  fed  alone  it  can  be  used  as  an 
extra,  between  regular  feedin.ijs,  and  thus 
help  break  the  monotony  of  the  day.  Close 
observers  agree  that  the  monotony  of  the 
existence  of  the  yarded  fowl  is  generally 
keenly  felt,  and  that  whatever  lends  to 
diversify  their  lives  is  beneficial.  Then,  in 
the  last  place,  I  never  could  see  any  pariirular 
reason  for  putting  the  bone  in  the  mash,  any 
more  than  for  mixing  whole  grain  in  it. 

Thin  Shelled  Eggs.  (G.  R.  C.)  —  Thin 
shelled  eggs  av'e  supposed  generally  to  be  due 
to  an  overfat  condition  of  the  hen.  AVhile  I 
think  it  doubtful  wMiether  that  is  the  true 
cause,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  two  troubles 
do  often  go  together,  and  that  the  quality  of 
the  shells  is  improved  as  the  hen  is  brought 
into  better  condition.  Avoid  the  use  of  a 
heavy  mash;  make  the  mash  bulky  with 
clover  and  bran,  with  just  corn  meal  enough 
to  hold  it  together.  Feed  hard  grain  in  litter 
to  compel  exercise.  Give  plenty  of  grit  and 
shell,  and  unless  there  is  some  constitutional 
trouble  the  shells  of  the  eggs  should  soon  be 
normal. 

Ijooseness  and  "Stringlialf — AVorms. 
(F.  E.  B.)— Mr.  B.  writes,— "1  would  inquiie 
if  you  can  tell  me  what  is  the  trouble  with  a 
cockerel  that  has  loose  discharges  with 
apparent  straining,  ordinary  in  color,  walks 
as  if  he  had  the  stringhalt,  eats  well,  but  is 
not  as  active  as  others  would  be.  He  is  a 
seven  months  old  Lt.  Brahma,  weighs  9^  lbs. 
Thinking  it  ordinary  bowel  trouble  gave 
boiled  milk  and  dry  food,  but  without  cessa- 
tion of  trouble." 

Should  suspect  that  the  trouble  was  worms. 
Give  essence  of  turpentine  1  part,  olive  oil  2 
parts,  one  or  two  tablespooufuls  to  a  dose; 
and  observe  droppings  to  see  if  they  do  not 
contain  worms. 

Age  of  Male-Scaly  Leg.  (W.  B.  S.)— If 
your  Barred  Hock  cock  is  very  clumsy  and 
logy  with  bad  scaly-  leg  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
he  Is  three  or  four  years  old.  The  short  spurs 
do  not  necessarily  indicate  that  he  is  young. 
They  may  be  the  stubs  of  long  spurs  that  have 
been  broken  off.  You  can  cure  the  scaly  leg 
by  applying  a  mixture  of  coal  oil,  1  part;  raw 
linseed  oil,  2  parts;  applying  at  intervals  of 
two  or  three  days  until  the  i-ough  scales  have 
come  off.  If  the  bird  is  an  old  one,  however, 
it  is  questionable  whether  it  would  be  worth 
your  while  to  do  this,  for  he  is  likely  to  prove 
a  very  unreliable  breeder.  Unless  you  wish 
to  run  the  risk  of  being  badly  disappointed  in 
results  of  next  spring's  hatches,  do  not 
depend  upon  this  bird  as  a  breeder. 

Overcrowding.  (.1.  G.  P.) — This  cor- 
resiioiulent  keeps  between  40  and  45  fowls  in 
a  room  (a  stone  barn)  12  x  14,  and  every  few 
days  tiuds  a  new  case  of  roup.  He  thinks  the 
cause  may  be  dampness,  though  the  building 
stands  on  high  dry  ground.  Says  he  opens 
window  and  door  every  clear  day;  and  wants 
to  know  if  a  matched  tloor  or  a  filling  in  of 
the  earth  floor  with  stone  and  gravel  would 
remedy  the  trouble.  If  the  floor  appears  to 
be  dry  there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  lo 
suspect  dampness  as  the  cause  of  roup.  More 
likely  it  is  due  to  overcrowding  and  lack  o( 
pure  fresh  air.  There  are  too  many  fowl> 
kept  in  the  house.  Twenty-five  would  be 
enough  under  the  best  of  conditions.  If  the 
bouse  Is  kept  closed  except  on  clear  days,  the 
air  in  it  must  get  very  bad  sometimes.  This 
and  the  crowding  would  account  for  the  roui>. 
Tliere  has  been  hardly  a  day  so  far  this  winter 
when  a  poultry  house  ought  not  to  be  ojien 
most  of  the  day. 

Why  Feed  Potatoes  Sparingly?  (A. 
M.  S.)  —  Because  potatoes  fed  freely  seem  to 
dull  the  appetite,  ruflle  the  plumage,  and 
make  the  fowl  sluggish.  It  is  said  that  fed 
freely  they  often  cause  liver  troul)le are 
more  apt  to  cause  such  troulile  than  most 
food  articles.  I  cannot  vouch  for  that  on  any 
authority  I  can  now  recall,  nor  can  I  give  a 
physiological  explanation  of  the  matter.  My 
obiectiou  to  tbe  free  use  of  potatoes  is  based 
on  experience  and  experiments  in  feeding 
them.    I  found  that  while  no  bad  effects — and 

BO  special  good  on?s  — wulU  be  traced  to  a 


limited  use  of  potatoes,  say  one-sixth,  or  so, 
of  the  mash;  if  I  increased  the  proportion 
to  one-fourth  or  one-third,  the  fowls  soon 
showed  the  effects  as  described,  and  that  they 
responded  very  quickly  to  change  of  diet.  I 
found  it  possible  to  leave  the  fowls  in  good 
appetite  for  the  day,  or  to  take  the  appetite 
away  by  manipulation  of  the  quantity  of 
potatoes  in  the  mash.  When  fowls  are  on 
free  range,  with  abundant  exercise,  they  can 
stand  more  potatoes  than  when  confined. 
Potatoes  would  have  to  be  dirt  cheap  before 
I  would  buy  them  for  chicken  feed. 

About  Selling  Young  Chicks.  (E.  E.  S.) 

I  cannot  give  you  a  great  deal  of  information 
in  regard  to  selling  new  hatched  chickens. 
C.  I.  Nesmith,  of  Reading,  Mass.,  who  does 
quite  an  extensive  trade  in  them,  does  not 
ship  the  chicks  at  all.  His  customers  come  to 
the  house  and  lake  the  chicks  at  their  own 
risk.  He  has  always  been  able  to  sell  all  he 
had  to  spare  on  that  basis.  Elm  Poultry 
Yards,  Hartford,  Conn.,  also  does  quite  a 
business  in  young  chicks,  and  ships  them  any 
distance  up  to  what  can  be  covered  in  thirty- 
six  hours.  For  shipping,  they  use  common 
flat  half-bushel  baskets  with  handles,  dividing 
each  basket  crosswise  in  the  middle  with  a 
small  piece  of  board,  and  putting  fifty  chicks 
in  each  side.  The  outside  and  top  of  the 
baskets  are  covered  with  burlap.  In  cold 
weather  the  basket  is  lined  with  cheap  flannel. 
In  warm  weather  no  lining  is  needed.  No 
food  or  water  is  required.  The  chicks  are 
shipped  generally  when  ready  to  be  taken 
from  the  incubator.

the  conditions  there;  and  perhaps  in  tlie 
iirlicies  describing  tlie  business  in  tliat  section 
not  enoui;li  has  l)een  said  of  peculiar  con- 
dilloiis.  The  climate  liere,  alono;  wliat  is 
called  "tlie  Soiitli  Sliore,''  is  niiicli  milder  than 
the  climate  b:icU  from  I  he  co;ist  and  an  equ:il 
dist;iuce  in  tlie  opposite  direction  from  Hoslon. 
Snow  rarely  lies  loiigliere,  ;ind  tliiis  it  happens 
only  rarely  tliat  the  chicks  in  these  small 
houses  are  confined  to  them  for  more  than 
two  or  three  days  at  a  time.  The  instances 
when  tliey  have  been  shut  up  constantly 
longer  than  several  consecutive  days  are  not 
numerous,  and  liave  been  cited,  not  with  the 
intention  of  suggesting  usual  conditions,  but 
as  showing  to  what  limits  crowding  may  be 
carried  under  certain  conditions. 

There  is  one  point  in  particular  in  connec- 
tion with  this  method  upon  which  too  much 
emphasis  cannot  be  put :  i.  e. — that  at  the  very 
first  indication  of  sickness  or  of  evil  results 
from  crowding,  measures  are  promptly  taken 
to  correct  the  trouble;  there  is  no  delay. 

The  floor  of  the  house  is  of  sand,  renewed 
every  summer.  The  fowls  get  only  dry  feed, 
(in  boxes  either  attached  to  the  wall  or  placed 
in  the  middle  of  the  floor)  water,  grit;— and 
so  the  droppings  are  not  soft.  Then  the 
floors  are  cleaned  as  there  is  opportunity. 
Mostly  the  weather  is  so  that  the  fowls  can 
walk  out,  and  thus  get  exercise  and  green 
food  —  the  green  food  being  usually  green 
rye,  to  which  they  help  themselves.  As  the 
chicks  are  hatched  and  reared  artificially  there 
is  no  need  of  lice  appearing  on  them  at  all. 

Weights  of  Broilers.  (C.  E.  F.)-A 
Wyandotte  chick  that  is  under  half  a  pound 
weight  at  nine  weeks  of  age  is  a  poor  excuse 
of  a  broiler.  This  man  never  can  make  a 
good  chick  out  of  it  except  at  a  loss,  and  it  is 
not  likely  that  lie  could  do  it  at  all.  He  has 
overcrowded  his  chicks,  and  has  not  fed  them 
properly.  If  he  bad  had  Mr.  Boyer's  book, 
"Broilers  for  Profit,"  and  had  followed  its 
instructions,  he  could  hardly  have  gone  any- 
thing like  as  far  wrong  as  he  has.  His  letter 
indicates  that  he  has  gone  into  broiler  raising 
with  a  very  imperfect  knowledge  of  the  most 
elementary  m;itter8  connecteil  with  it.  He  is 
giving  an  adult  fowls'  ration,  three  meals  a 
day  to  -hickH  six  week  old,  and  his  letter  sug- 
gests that  that  plan  has  been  followed  from 
the  first.  It  he  had  read  what  has  appeared 
in  the  paper  regarding  the  care  and  feeding 
of  young  cliicks  within  a  year,  it  is  hard  to 
understand  how  he  could  go  on  making  such 
mistakes.  The  Feb.  1,  1900,  number  con- 
tained 10  tested  rations  for  chicks  from  which 
he  could  easily  h;ive  selected  one  suitable  for 
his  purpose.  lu  "Answers  to  Questions,"  in 
"P-xperiences,"  and  in  some  general  and 
special  articles  the  points  where  he  has  gone 
wrong  have  been  discussed  again  and  again. 
If  he  cannot  go  through  the  paper,  and  find 
what  is  of  use  to  him  I  do  not  see  how  he  can 
expect  to  master  the  subject.  This  may 
appear  harsh,  but  my  recollection  is  that  I 
have  replied  to  quite  a  number  of  letters  from 
him  within  the  year,  and  that  as  a  reader  of 
the  paper  there  is  no  good  excuse  for  his  not 
knowing  better  than  to  make  some  of  the 
mistakes  he  is  making.  Under  the  circum- 
stances the  truest  kindness  is  to  be  plain  even 
to  the  extent  of  bluDlness.  This  man  needs 
to  be  awakened  to  the  fact  that  his  present 
need  is  to  study  the  subject,  rather  than  to 
learn  by  practice,  for  he  clearly  is  not  yet  in  a 
position  to  profit  by  practice,  and  his  practice 
is  costing  him  considerable.

The  Purchaser's  Idea  of  His 
Money's  Worth. 

"Editor  Farm-Poultry:  — The  writer  of 
enclosed  answered  my  ad.  in  your  paper  last 
spring.  I  have  always  put  my  own  feelings 
aside,  and  given  a  purchaser  his  own  idea  of 
his  money's  worth.  I  have  pondered  over 
this  letter  trying  to  decide  what  I  can  do,  or 
write  him.  Will  you  kindly  favor  me  with 
your  suggestions?" 

Thus  writes  a  breeder.   The  letter  which 
he  encloses  reads  : — 

"  I  liave  been  on  the  point  of  writing  you 
several  times  in  regard  to  the  way  those  eggs 
b;itched  that  I  purchased  from  you  last  March. 
I  got  6  large  chicks  from  the  13  eggs.  One  of 
them  died  ten  days  after  it  was  hatched,  and 
another  in  six  weeks,  leaving  me  4—2  pullets 
and  2  cockerels.  One  of  the  cockerels  is  a 
runt,  and  I  don't  think  will  ever  amount  to 
anything.    I  had  the  other  three  scored  last 

week  by  judge  .    The  cockerel  scored 

SG4;  one  pullet  scored  90;  the  other  was  dis- 
(pialitied  for  black  feather  in  back.  So  you 
can  see  that  I  did  not  get  very  good  results 
from  your  stock. 

"  In  f:ict,  my  friends  say  the  result  is  far 
below  the  average,  and  advise  me  to  write  to 
you.  and  ask  you  if  you  think  I  got  the  worth 
of  my  money.  In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  state 
that  the  eggs  were  all  fertile,  and  the  chicks 
seemed  to  be  fully  develoi)ed,but  they  couldn't 
get  out  of  the  shell.  I  need  hardly  say  that  1 
was  disappointed  in  the  result  of  the  hatch, 
but  have  refrained  from  expressing  my 
opinion  until  I  have  heard  from  you.'' 

Here  is  a  case  where  both  parlies  to  the 
transaction  are  evidently  disposed  to  be  fair. 
The  buyer  is  not  satisfied  ;  the  seller  is  not  at 
fault  —  unless  he  knows  that  the  chicks  from 
the  stock  these  eggs  were  from  lacked  the 
vigor  to  hatch  well  and  make  good  develop- 
ment. The  eggs  were  fertile,  but  the  chicks 
were  not  what  they  should  have  been.  The 
fault  may  have  been  with  the  breeding  stock, 
or  may  have  been  in  the  handling  of  the 
chicks.  The  hatch,  while  not  good,  was  fair. 
The  buyer  ought  to  know  whether  his  success 
in  growing  other  chicks  has  been  such  that  he 
may  reasonably  assert  that  he  was  capable  of 
making,  and  did  make,  all  that  was  possible 
of  the  chicks  as  hatched.  It  really  comes 
down  to  a  question  of  honor  between  men, 
and  of  whether  each  party  can  honestly  say 
that  so  far  as  he  is  concerned  he  is  sure  there 
was  no  fault  which  could  have  been  prevented. 
No  third  i)arty  can  decide  positively  without 
a  personal  investigation.  !My  own  opinion  is 
that  probably  there  is  something  at  fault  at 
both  ends  of  the  line,  though  I  do  not  feel 
sure  enough  of  this  as  to  either  party  to  sug- 
gest that  the  seller  should  do  any  dillerent 
from  what  most  breeders  would  do  in  the 
premises  — rest  the  case  on  the  fact  that  the 
eggs  were  fertile.

Overfeeding  and  New  Corn. 

A  subscriber  who  wishes  the  name  with- 
held, sends  the  following  account  of  an  experi- 
ence in  overfeeding : 

"It  was  a  most  sudden  sickness.  The  second 
day  after  I  noticed  any  sick  in  the  houses 
(the  cockerels  and  late  chickens  roosted  in  an 
old  building  on  another  part  of  the  premises) , 
I  had  forty  separated.  At  first  I  Inid  them  in 
a  coop  where  they  were  rather  crowded.  My 
object  was  to  get  them  separated  from  the 
other  fowls,  fearing  they  might  have  some 
contagious  disease.  I  kept  them  there  for 
two  days,  then  moved  them  to  a  coop  with 
plenty  of  roosting  room,  opening  on  a  patch 
of  wheat. 

'•While  they  were  in  the  first  coop  I  gave 
nothing  but  water  and  milk  (in  separate 
vessels)  to  drink.  From  description  of  symp- 
toms in  F.-P.  Doctor,  I  judged  they  h;id  con- 
gestion of  the  liver,  and  undertook  to  treat  for 
that,  but  could  not  get  any  mix  vomica  until 
the  third  day  after  I  had  first  confined  them. 
Gave  that  as  directed;  milk  to  drink,  and 
the  wheat  they  picked  was  all  the  nourish- 
ment they  had,  until  the  crops  of  many  were 
empty. 

'•I  believe  if  I  had  put  them  in  the  roomy 
building  at  first,  and  given  the  nux  vomica, 
my  loss  would  have  been  slight.  I  lost  four- 
teen, not  treated  at  all,  and  eight  after  I  com- 
menced treating  them,  and  these  all  died  in 
two  days.  I  then  concluded  to  kill  the  remain- 
ing sick  ones,  but  the  next  worDing  they

'•The  symptoms  which  caused  me  to  use 
■  nux  vomica  are  tliose  which  F.-l'.  Ductor 
gives  for  congestion  of  the  liver,  —  black 
comb,  weakness  and  staggering.  I  did  not 
notice  droppings  until  I  liad  separateil  the 
sick  chickens.  They  were  while  as  milk,  and 
tidu,  a  condition  probably  caused  by  tlic  milk 
drank.  Then  after  a  day  or  so  there  wa 
dark  greeir  matter  (much  thicker)  with  the 
white.

Had 
not  those  that  I  had  not  been  feeding  meal 
meal  to  been  sick  also  I  would  have  thought 
it  was  caused  by  that,  as  so  many  of  my  pul- 
lets just  about  to  lay  were  afl'ected.  Of  the 
old  hens  all  escaped  but  three,  which  quickly 
recovered. 

"I  am  sure  the  trouble  was  due  to  the  fowls 
gorging  themselves  on  new  corn,  for  they  had 
access  to  a  great  deal  of  waste  corn.  I  know 
now  that  I  need  not  have  fed  them  at  all,  but 
I  was  pushing  them  for  eggs. 

"My  thirty-two  liens  had  gotten  up  to  four- 
teen eggs  a  day,  but  I  slacked  off  in  feetl  a 
great  deal  during  the  sickness  for  fear  of  more 
getting  sick,  and  now  eight  eggs  a  day  is  the 
most  I  get,  so  my  e.\perience  has  been  a  costly 
one.

An  Open  Letter. 

To  the  man  whose  tale  of  woe  was  printed 
in  Fakm-Poultry,  Dec.  loth:  — 

My  Dear  Friend: — [  am  thinking  you  have 
your  cart  in  front  of  your  horse,  which,  in 
nine  eases  out  of  ten,  will  not  prove  satisfac- 
tory. It  would  have  been  better  for  you  to 
h:ive  started  with  one  or  two  pens  of  good 
line  bred  birds,  and  as  yon  gained  experience 
you  could  have  ascended  your  ladder  in  poul- 
trydom,  and  no  rounds  would  have  broken 
and  let  you  fall  so  hard. 

The  poultry  business  is  a  trade,  and  has  to 
be  learned  by  experience.  I  don't  profess  to 
be  an  expert,  though  I  have  been  keeping 
poultry  for  over  thirty  years.  Old  as  I  am,  I 
can  learn  something  new  every  diiy,  and  if  I 
should  live  twenty  years  yet  I  will  lie  a  liettcr 
poullrynian  mentally  than  I  am  now  —  if  my 
mental  fa<?uities  do  not  desert  me. 

Fronj  your  letter  it  appears  that  you  have 
contracted  several  contagious  diseases  among 
your  birds.  The  easiest  and  quickest  way  to 
get  back  on  a  smooth  road  again  is  to  dispose 
of  every  bird  you  have  on  your  place;  then  go 
to  work  and  disinfect  thoroughly,  using  plenty 
of  crude  carbolic  acid,  coal  oil,  and  while- 
wash;  then  start  anew  with  good  healthy 
Stock;  then  prepare  for  war  in  the  time  of 
peace;  be  ready  to  take  right  hold  of  any 
trouble  the  instant  that  it  appears,  and  yon 
will  have  no  serious  trouble.  Keep  up  your 
disinfecting,  and  do  not  keep  too  many  birds 
together.  Feed  them  well  and  with  a  good 
variety  of  food.  Make  them  exercise,— for 
they  must  have  exercise  to  have  good  health. 
An  unhe:ilthy  hen  will  not  lay  many  eggs. 

I  am  pleased  to  hear  that  you  are  not  going 
to  throw  up  the  sponge.  A  good  many  of  our 
most  prominent  poultrynien  of  today  traveled 
as  rocky  a  road  as  you  have  when  they  Brst 
went  into  the  poultry  business.
